But it is the manner in whidi 
the Maeedom'ans have acted 
that has spaiked international 
concern. “We strongly oppose 


this operation because people 
are being sent aivay and fel- 
lies are being split up." said a 
spokeswoman for the United 
Nations High Commissioner 
for Refugees. 

“These people have been 
through enou^ distress and 
this is adding to it. I have lost 
count of the number of people 
vilio have come up to us in the 
camps and said their families

THEY HAVE watched the 
misery of the refugees on the 
border and the violence inflict- 
ed by the Seits in Kosovo, but 
many of the I^)SOvan Albanian 
refugees who are already in 
Britain want to return home as 
soon as it is safe. 

Behdzet Muharremi, 4S, a 
company clerii from Mitrovich 
is one of the latest wave of 
refugees. He arrived in Britain 
six months ago with his wife 
and three diildtm but does not 
want to stay indefinitely. “We 
left because of the systematic 
violence of the Serbian 
re^me," he said. “Schools had 
been shut down and teachers 
were beuig killed. We could no 
longer stand the threats of vi- 
olence. I was physically threat- 
ened every time I went into 
town. 1 was searched by the po- 
lice and made to up aqy 
money 1 was canying." 

Mr MubarremL paid over 
£3,000 to unnamed sources to 
get him and his family out of 
Kosovo. After an arduous 
tlu^ day journey by coadi and 
car through Mac^onia and 
Germany he landed at Dover 
with £3 in bis pocket and asked 
for asylum. The family are now

Escape from Terror

"1 HEARD of my death on the 
radio while I was hiding for five 
dav's in a basement in Pristina,” 
Baton Ha.xfaiu said in London 
yesterday “and 1 couldn't tell 
anyone it wasn't true - not my 
wife, not toy child, not my par- 
ents. I was veiy worried about 
how they would feel” 

It is a good thing that the 
32-year-otd editor of the Koha 
Ditom (Daily Tlmesi newspa- 
per - one of the most prominent 
and respected Albanian jour^ 
nalists in Kosovo - has a diy 
sense of humour. TTie Inde- 
pendent's obituary described 
him as “well-read, cosmopoli- 
tan and shrewd”. Every jour- 
nalist and diplomat who visited 
Pristina called on Baton Has- 
hiu. because be was (and is) 
among the best-informed and 
most acute analysts of the ter- 
ritory's tragic affoirs. 

Mr Haxhiu's mternational 
reputation contributed to the 
shock felt when It was cl^ed 
that he bad been murdered by 
the Serbian security forces. “It 
was quite credible,” he said yes- 


terday. “because I was with 
Bajram Kelmendi [the human- 
ri^ts lawyer] until 5pm on the 
day he was ^ed with his two 
sons. My name was definitely 
on a lisL” The editor was said 
to have been abducted and 
shot after attending Mr Kel- 
mendi's funeral but here he 
was in a Londm hotel, dsys after 
escaping from his shattered 
homeland. Our conversation 
was constantly interrupted by 
emotional reunions with Al- 
banian ftfends iiviag in Britain. 

After escaping the death 
squads, Mr Haxhiu slfoped out 
of Pristina last Ihur^y and 
went into hiding for four days 
in the mountains near Mace- 
donia. “I bad shaved off my 
beard, and did my best to dis- 
guise myselC,’* said the jour- 
nalist. whose stubble is 
beginnmg te restore him to his 
normal ^pearance, “but peo- 
ple kept saying. 'Ybu're Baton, 
you’re Baton'. I kept denying it 
but It was getting too danger- 
ous. I got in touch with people 
I knew and they got me into 


Macedonia.” The editor-in-dii^ 
of the Koha Ditore, Ifeton Sur- 
rol a member of the .Albanian 
ddegation at the abortive Ram- 
boiiillet peace talks, is still in 
hiding in Kosovo. 

Mr Haxhiu and four col- 
leagues arrived in Britain yes- 
terday as guests oftbe Foreign 
Office. To^ they are due to 
meet the Foreign Secretary, 
Robin Cook, who is eiqiected to 
announce that Britain will help 
them re-establish the newspa- 
per in exile. “I want to go b^ 
to therein and start work as 
soon as possible,” Mr Haxhiu 
said we will not be able 

to publish every day, but there 
is a desperate need for this.” 

Another member of the 
party is Gjeraqina Tuhina, 23, 
whose e-mailed reports from 
Pristina were published, in

As part of a drive to restore 
confidence in the CPS, Mr 
Calvert-Smith pledged to root 
out, from the 2,000 the service 
employs, failing lawyers who 
spend too much time on 
paperwork instead of trying to 
secure prosecutions.

The industrial implications 
are potentially huge, and could 
save miOiocis tfpouD^ using 
hot water discharged from the 
steel, ^ass, ceramics and elec- 
tricity generating industries. 

The steel industry, in partic- 
ulai; {Htiduces waste wat^ with 
a tenm^ture of 90C - too low 
to pawn- a steam turbine, which 
requires 140C - so the water is 
oftra simpty thrown away. 

Rbtm'is an ideal material for 
fhermocoiqde systems becaiise 
it can absorb large amounts of 
^ergy. “The great thing is that 
in ess^ce the energy source - 
the hot water - is effectively 
free. Vife have devised a system 
that can generate 2 watts for 
only $5 [£3.12]." 

Professor Rowe’s system 
could also benefit the environ- 
ment if it is taken up by indus- 
tries that currentty discharge 
waste into rivers: high outflow 
temperatures have been 
blamed for affecting the life 
<^es of river animals and fish.

First indications are Uiat 
the tony driver tried to dieat 
the crossing by zig-zagging 
between the half-barriers 
that descend on either side. 
Ehren if that driver-wdio had 
a suspended licence and a 
record of convictions - was 
not at fault local contributors 
to the anti-trucking websites 
that mushroomed in the 
wake of the accident affirmed 
that drivers regularly tried to 
beat this crossing - and many 
others - in the same way.

The voiceover 
noted that these incadents, 
while staged for the com- 
mercial were taken from po- 
lice i^H>rts.

cent experience of drivii^ in 
America, urban and rural 
confirms all that, and more. 
Ik’aveQing on a bus in tiie 
snowy Mid-West recently I 
counted onty a minmity of dri- 
vers wearing seatpbdts; a 
majority of chOdm sat (or 
wriggl^) unrestrained in 
front seats, onlya small mnn- 
ber were In the back, or in 
rhiid seats. Waiting to cross 
a busy junction in the Icwa 
Des Momes, at rush 
Ikw I counted the number of 
drivers using mcfoile ifoimes. 
It proved silver to count the 
ones who were not: four; out 
of maybe two dozen.

The two are understood to 
have been angry at the way the 
company handled the recruit- 
ment process. They are be- 
lieved to have clasfa^ witii the 
other members of tbe the re- 
cruitment committee, Morris 
Thbaksblat, Sir Christopher 
Lewinton, and David Webster.

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THE 1967 us MASTERS does not leap 
out of the history boohs. Jack Nick- 
laus missed the cut, which was a bit 
of a shocte The mnoer was Gay 
Brewer, had lost a play-off to 
Niddaus the 3rear before. Otherwise 
there is not much to remember, yet 
Peter AHis5 recalls die 1967 Masters

Woods aims to reclaim No 1 status 


DAVID DUVAL may have overtaken 
Tiger Woods as the No 1 player in 
the world but Duval dementia has 
a long way to go to catch up vnth 
Tlgermania. 

“When I go to toe range, tiimgs 
are still the same," Woods said. 
"The only David has made my 
life easier is in not having to do a 
mandatoiy press conference every 
week.” 

That was not an option this week 
for the 1997 Masters champion and 
the first question was how it felt “to 
be Avis, number two”. Having spent 
more than half his short, 31-month 
professi(»ial career as the world's 
best player, it is ironic that his first 
appearance as the No 2 for almost 
a year should be at the venue vriiere 
Woods appeared to have turned the 
sport into a one-man show two 
years ago. 

Woods' 12-stroke victory at Au- 
gusta was his fifth rtf a seven-month 
pro career. But in the last 18 months.

he has won just twice in America to 
Duval’s 11 victories.

Immacuiately clad 
and impressively diplornatia 
the multi-millionaire from 
Detroit said of the we^cend’s 
headline attraction: “Hamed's 
very good - he's flashy but gets 
the job done. I don't look at it 
like I'm on his undercard, but 
being on the bill with such an 
upcoming fighter is a plus." 

Hearns is what Hamed 
would like to be -a bona fide' 
boo^ legend.

Sugar Ray Leonard, Roberto 
Duran and Mannn Hagter; the 
best versus the besL The stars 
oCthepre-sid)SCi^)tion4devisiQn 
era are still hou^dd 
far better hnoWta than most cur- 
rent boxers. 

Hearns' mns are memorable 
in his rise from welterwei^t 
(lost 70)) to cniisawd^t (I3st

in losing His ddieat by Leonard 
in their 1981 fi^ came after a 
tremendously skfiled struggle 
and Hearns' warwith Ha^erin 
1985 is at&noiriedged as the 
greatest three^ound fight even 
Even after the draw with 
Leonard inthdr 1989 rematch, 
Hearns was die winnerwith file 
croWd. 

He daims to' have mellowed 
mth age. but Hearns still has a 
. fierce competitcx^s pride. At a 
recent function in America, he 
became agitated by the pres- 
ence of liMoard and demand- 
ed an admisdon that Hearns 
bad actuafiy won thdr drawn 
s^nd fi^t, in which he had 
floored Leoo^ tidce. Leonard 
smiled sweetly and co^lied 
without actuafiy complyi^ no 
doubt further endearing himsdf 
to his OS^ties rival 

It seems incredible to ttunk 


that Hearns is still only 41. Ha- 
^r and Leonard have retired, 
the former 13 years ago. while 
Duran, almost 50. recendy re- 
duced journalists to laughter as 
he attempted, in vain, to lose 
over lolb at a weigh-in. 

Hearns’ famous gunslinger 
aura remains intact On tiie 
surface he could stin be the taH 
goatee-bearded destroyer from 
Ifronk Gym, who turned De- 
troit's Coho Hall into a hell's 
Idtdiea for opponents.

Sceptre, the horse of the century 


THIS WEEK mar ks the cente- 
nary of the birth of one of the 
most remarkable figures in 
racing’s pantheon. Sc^tre, the 
horse in histoty to vrin four 
Classics outright, was foaled cm 
9 April 1899. Her story is eztra- 

rtf tHfiflty frnml wigiriWfng tn ^nri 

and tbe pattern of her racing 
career would have defied even 
the boldest imagining s of the 
Godolphin operation. 

Sceptre was bom with a di- 
va* bit in ho* d^ant mouth and 
under ziormal circumstances 
would have attained high, but 
probably not l^endaty, status. 
She was bred 1^ the 1st Duke 
of Westminster at his Eaton 
Stud in Cheshire, a dau^ter of 
l^rsizzimon, a tcqp-dass stallim, 
and Ornament, a sister to 
Tt^e Crown hero Ormonde. 

But the old Duke died when 
she was still a foal and his 
stoci had to be sold. She was 
sent as a yearling to the Tat- 


tersalls July sales in Newmar- 
ket and made an unpreceden- 
ted I0,000gns, a record that 
was to stand for Id ^ars. Her 
new owner vras Robert Sievier, 
a reprobate sometime journal- 
ist and full-time gambler whose 
fififlrw»iaJ status seesawed wild- 
ly but at that time was weU in 
the black. Sierier was not 
ashamed to admit that he lost 
his heart at first sight to the 
beautiful regal bay fifly. 

Sceptre’s first season in 
traming, with Charlie Morton at 
Wantage, was reasonably nor- 
mal She was deemed a cert- 
ainty for the Woodcote Stakes at 
Epsom and fdlowed up in the 
July Stakes at Newmartet She 
was already \raaring her winter 
woolfies when only third in Don- 
caster's Champagne Stakes. 

Sievier boldly decided to 
train Sceptre hizzzsell at Shrew- 
ton in WOtshire, in her Classic 
season but cfistioct doubts we re

cast on his saniQ' when be an- 
nounced that her prep race 
would be the Linczdn Handicap, 
for which he backed her heav- 
ante-posL His fBJth in his own 
and his filly’s ability have 
been justified had not his as- 
sistant erroneously given her 
four severe gallops overa mile 
on successive days just before 
tbe race. She was beaten a head 
in the last stride by St Maclou. 

Sie\ner's reaction to the de- 
feat was to announce that Scep- 
tre's next target was not one 
Guineas, but both. Racing's 
establishment threw up its col- 
lective bands at the e^ntezy 
of this pro gambler who styled 
himself a trainer. But Sievier 
knew his filly's mettle and her 


iron constitution. In the 2,000 
Guineas she beat the colts as 
she liked in a record time and 
repeated the feat against her 
own sex in the 1,000 two days 
later. 

TheDerfay proved her down- 
fell but, argi^ly, she might 
have won l^d she not missed 
three d^' work with a bruised 
foot and then been incompe- 
tently ridden. She came in 
fourth behind Ard Patrick but 
won the Oaks to a canter 

After an abortive trip lo 
France for the Grand Pitc de 
Paris, Sceptre turned out on 
successive days at Royal Ascot 
to run fifth in tbe Coronation 
Stakes and trounce tbe Derby 
second. Rising Glass, to the St 


James's Palace. At Goodwood 
she dead-heated for second to 
the Sussex and won the Nas- 
sau, and at Doncaster beat 
Ristog Glass again to the St 
Le^r. 

^ the following spring Siev- 
ier was broke, and after his 
beloved filly foiled to lazzd a last- 
ditdi punt to the Lincoln (she 
was Mh under 9st lib) to save 
him from his creditors he was 
forced to sell her, for 25.000gns 
to William Bass. 

She transferred to Alec Tay- 
lor at Manton and her five vic- 
tories included the Hardwicke, 
Jock^ Club and Champion 
Stakes. But her neck defeat by 
old rival Ard Patrick to the 
Edipse, after a no-quarter bat- 
tle down the strai^t, was al- 
most as glorious. Languishing 
in third was tbe three-year-old 
Rock Sand, a Triple Crown win- 
ner by tbe end of tbe season. 

At five she was retired after 


only placing to tbe Coronation 
Cup, Ascot Gold Giq) and Hard- 
wick Stakes. Her eight foals in- 
cluded Maid Of The Mist 
tCheveley Park) and Maid Of 
Corinth t2nd 1,000 Guineas), 
she became grand-dam ofCraig- 
an-Eran (2.000) and Sunny Jane 
(Oaks) and direct ancestress of 
1963 Derby vrinner Relko. 

As an old zuare she changed 
hands several times, lastly 
when she was auctioned, witli 
a filly foal for 2,500gns to aid of 
the Red Cross wartime fund In 
1917. Her buyei; Lord Glanel^; 
threatened to sell her as a bar- 
rener to Brazil fi\*e years later 
but there was such a public out- 
cry that the sale was cancelled. 

On tbe book. Sceptre was not 
the greatest racemare of all 
time, but no horse wii match 
her feats and when tire great 
mare died, 27, in February 

1926, she was alread>* a true 
legend to her own lifetime.

Desire still strong 
for Deschamps 


FOR DIDIER Descbamps, this 
is a time of records. Last week. 
Winning liis 83rd and 84th caps 
against Ukraine and Armenia, 
he set a new FYench mark, 
edipsing the one estabUshed by 
Manuel Amoros, a member of 
the great side of the early 
1980s. And tomorrow night at 
Old Trafford, all being well, 
the little nii^eld player will 
surpass Alain Roche's record 
of 65 appearances in the E!U' 
ropean Cup when he takes the 
field with Juventus to face 
Manchester United in the first 
1^ of their semi-final tie. 

Nine months ago. Des- 
champs captained his country 
to victory in the World Cup, re- 
ceiving the medal of the Legion 
d’Honneur and a permanent 
place in his nation's roU-call of 
heroes. Since then he has cel- 
ebrated bis 30th birthday and 
watched his club endure their 
rockiest season in >'ears while 
somehow managin g to Stagger 
into the last four of a competi- 
tion whose final he and his col- 
leagues have graced for the last 
thf^>'ears. 

And, even as Deschamps 
prepares to fight for the right 
to appear in a fourth consecu- 
tive final, the gossips are be- 
ginning to suggest that this wiD 
be his last season in the black 
and white stripes of Juventus, 
whom he joined from Mar- 
seilles in 1994. Contracted until 
2001. at a salary just short of 
£lm a year, he is currently in 
negotiation about whether to 
stay in Hirin or spend the re- 
mainder of his careen vriiich he 
estimates at another three sea- 
sons. elsewhere. 

Among possible destina- 
tions are Athletic Bilbao, who 
are said to have offered double 
his present salary and are also 
presumably able to appeal to 
his Basque orig^. MmWiles, 
nlth whom he wjn two French 
championships and the Euro- 
pean Cup of 1993 ilater an- 
nulled after the Bernard Xapie 
match-fixing scandal), are ru- 
moured to be interested in lur- 
ing him back to the Stade 
Velodrome.

ROBBIE FOWLER has been 
fined £32,000 1^' Liverpool and 
warned as to his fiiture conduct 
for lus '‘drug-taking" goal cel- 
ebration and looks set for fur- 
ther punishment after being 
charged with misconduct by the 
Football Association. 

The England striker was 
stunned by the size of the 
penalty - a week's u ages - 
and the severity of the dsd- 
plinaiy measure that followed 
a pubUc outoyr over the way in 
which he marked his opening 
goal in the Merseyside derby 
against Everton last Saturday. 
He knelt down, put a finger to 
the side of his nose and ap- 
peared to snort the white goal- 
tine. as if it were cocaine. 

Fbwler apolo^sed for his 
antics and Uverpool at first 
stood by him. but the condem- 
nation from both inride and out- 
side the game has been such 
that the club has now* handed 
out one of its biggest penalties. 

Fo^ec who was e3q>ecting a 
lesser fine, was called before 
tbe board at a meeting yester- 
day and given a serious dress- 
ing-dowm in from of the 
manager; Gerard Houllier. 

The club issued a statement 
saying the board was aware 
that the FA had announced it 
was char^gFowier with mis- 
conduct "but none the less 

imposed a very sutetantial fine. 

This will be donated privately 
to a number of local charities." 

The statement also ex- 
plained that Fbwier had been 
^\*en "a formal warning about 
his future conduct". 

Fowler's laddUh perfor- 
mance came on top of fracas 
with Graeme Le Saux. The

"Players are reluctant to be 
fined particularly when they are 
doing their job," he said "My 
concern is for offences which 
are not intended fouls at all but 
migud^ment of tackles." 

There are fears that the fine 
system could hit the poorest 
PFA members in tbe lower 
divisions particularty hard but 
Thylor denied that would hap- 
pea "We are trying to be even 
handed all the way round and 
we want thegametobeplqy^ 
in the ri^t mannec Play^ are 
committed to playing for their 
clubs.” he said "Some chair- 
men want to pay players noth- 
ing when they are suspended 
but that is totally wrong" 

Tbe proposal to fliw mis- 
creants emerged from a series 
of talks involving tbe Premier 
League and the Football 
League, and Taylor said the 
players' union were not re- 
sponding to threats from the 
chairmen. The PFA's manage- 
ment committee will now dis- 
cuss the recommendations, 
and Ibylor said they still 
needed "refining".

The home is once again becoming a factory 




THE CELEBRATION of Easter, 
aside from beiog the bi^est holi- 
day weekend of theyeai; is alM the 
odebration of the home - the time 
of the biggest burst of ending on 
DIY and at garden centres, and in 
many places the busiest dme for 
the estate agents toa At first si^t 
this seems lite a burst of con- 
sumption and in many ways it is. 
But !t is also a buz^ of investment, 
and that investment is greatly 
increasing the productive capadl? 
of the oounhy Fbf the home is ilsdf 
changing; or rather the way many 
of us use our homes is r»hanging_ 
for instead of it being solely a 
place to live it is becoming a 
place to work. The home is 

becoming a factoiy a gain. 

Again? Yes, in the sense that 
many of the economic activities 
now carried out in factories used 
to be carried out in the home. 
Think ba(& to eaiiy Victorian limes. 
A much higher amoimt of food 
processing was done in the home 
- the idea of bu>'ing a sandwich 
would have seem^ ridiculous 
Clothes were made at home. 
Entertainment was made at home, 
instead ofbdngbou^t in from fac- 
tories in Hohywood. 


Hien came the factory revolu- 
turn. Over a period of 150 years a 
greater and greater propordon of 
output was mmufochired in places 

specifically designed for that pur- 
pose. It was dieaper to make some- 
thing in a foctoty than to ma^ it 
at home, for the factory could 
deliver economies of scale, and a 
level of investment that no home 
could match. But now all is diang- 
ing. This is to some extent because 
economies of scale have become 
less significant in manufacturing 
but mostly because of two devel- 
opments, the invention of the 
personal computer and the dev- 
elopment of the Internet 

This has had an immediate im- 
pact on employees. Many of us now 
work on b^ter computers at hcKoe 
than we have in the office, so that 
any task tilat needs to be done on 
screen can be done just as easily 
at home. E-mail makes communi- 
cation between the home and the 
wor^)lace seamless, and the 
Internet is starting to bring into foe 
home as good a quality of infor- 
mation as could be obt^ned from 
the research department at work. 

The two new technoio^es are 
also haring an impact on company 


Structure in mai^ ways - for 
example, better inftnmation mthin 
foe business has enabled man- 
agement to become much leaner 
but it has also transferred pon’er 
from senior management down 
the line. But as for as foe home is 
concerned, the main impact is that 
th^ reduce the enby barriers to 
economic activity. As a result it is 
much easier to start a business, or 
be selC-^ployed. Almost invariably 
that means starting businesses u 
foe home. The home is not just 
becommg a foctc^, it is also a nurs- 
ery for new businesses. 

liie broad forces noted above 
are now becoming pretty widely 
accepted: there is nothing revolu- 
tionaiy about these ideas. What 
people have hardty begun to think 
about are the im(:^cations for the 
shape of the economy. These are 
enormous. Cbr a start, maqy of foe 
figures we work on are becoming 
irrelev'anL Take investment llie 
statisticians are trying to distin- 
guish whether a PC bought for foe 
home should be counted as in- 
vestment or consumption, but bow 
do you count a lofr conversion 
is used parity as an office and 
partly as a spare bedroom? Nor do

we know how much of the oufout 
of the countiy is generated at 
home. My guess would be between 
5 and 20 per cent but I have seen 
no figures on this.

They wilL most obviously, need to 
become larger, primarity to take the 
kit and create a work^ce clears 
ly separated from the firing space. 
In addition they will need to create 
an environment in whi(fo people 
can spend a proportion of 
their time.

US homes generaltyare built on 
a scale that enables them to func- 
tion eSectivety as foctories. British 
homes, by contrast, are usualty too 
small to do so. It is an enormous 
challenge for architects to think of 
ways in which space can be added, 
and existing ^ce can be used 
more effectively. The change in the 
role of the home will also affect foe 
environment about it, and the ser- 
vices It needs. Electronic commu- 
nications self-evidently become 
more important - in particulac 


getting high-speed access to the 
Inteniet - biff that is becoming 
ativety easy to fix. The problem is 
getting the cost to an acceptable 
level But some other services n^y 
become less important For exam- 
ple physical oommunications in 
the sense of dieap commuting 
sendees may become less impor- 
tant as foe proportion of workers 
who have a regular commute will 
dedine. People will stiU need to 
travel but to different places and 
on a less regular schedule. 

The array of small services that 

home businesses need will take 
care of themselves; one of the 
rdiable features of the capitaUst 
system is that if there is a demand 
for a service it will be met There 
are big^ potential problems ^fo 
large enteiprises, for example wifo 
landlords, particularty in the pub- 
lic sector, and wifo financial ser- 
vices. Public-sectar owners of sto(^ 
need to learn to welcome foeir 
property being used as a business, 
not something that they are 
accustomed to do. 

Insurance cxunpaiues tend to 
spifitfaefrcoaunenaalandhomecfi- 
visions.

Mr Steele imported to Russia 
foe concept of Ladies' Ni^t - 
only his ladies were hundreds 
of young Muscovite women 
who were allowed to drink free 
for two hours, cheering wildly 
while a troupe of male stii;4)ers 
performed. 

Only after this tawdry per- 
formance ended were men al- 
lowed in. By then, foe scenes 
were bacchanalian: almost all 
the wmnen woi^ be dandt^ on 
the beer^soaked bar and table

Thos he jdned thousands of 
other businesses in Moscow 
and bqyond that have been 
forced to adapt during the last 
eight months. 

Ear most of these however, 
the main blow was Russia’s 
debt default and rouble deval- 
uation last August, which left 


miilioDS of people with foods 
frozen in the banks. The ingjact 
has been immense; since then, 
• sTTiaii and medium-sized busi- 
nesses have laid off an esti- 
mated 1 milUon part-time staff 
and 14 per cent of foU-timers. 

Tb that diould now be added 
the Balkan conflict, which w31 
scare off yet more Western in- 
vestment and forther etnadate 
the service industry.

T he Moores family is as much part of the fabric of Liverpool as the 
Liver Bird itself. Retail giants, pools billionaires, football club owners 
and cultural benefactors, the dynasty estabbshed by the autocratic 
Sir John has been true to its roots. But poor results, internecine squabbles 
and shareholder revolts have forced them to consider selling the family silver 
So far this has been resisted. Now David Moores, who controls Liveipool 
FC, has called in Schroders to examine the club’s future. Is this the first 
step iu the break-up of Britain’s biggest privately owned company?

But such 
is the Littlewoods share structure, it re- 
(luired an alliance of two or three family 
groups to push through a decision to float 
None of the warring factions could see eye 
to eye. 

John Jnr ruled out a group flotation, 
though he said selling off separate pieces 
of the company was a possibility. His 
brother Peter argued in fovour of going 
public. John Jnr's own son <also John) 
called for a five-year plan to bring the com- 
pany to the market. 

In the end it stayed in family hands but 
at some cost to the family shareholders. 
James Ross, a former chief executive of 
Cable & Cureless was brought in as chair- 
man and the Moores' stranglehold over the 
board was loosened. At a landmaik annu- 
al meeting in 1996, the company's articles 
of asscxnation were finally changed, bring- 
ing to an end the practice of Moores fam- 
ily members sitting on divisional boards as 
“family associates". 

In the same year, at a ceremony to re- 


name Uttiewoods's HQ after his fetber, 
John Moores Jnr quit the board with a tear 
in his ^e. 

Mr Ross has justified the family’s faith, 
focussing Littlewoods on its strengths - the 
mail order business and the high street, 
where the company’s image was labour- 
ing. In 1997, plans for a £l75m expansion 
were sbeived. 

Group operating profits in the year to 
^ril 1998 were up 38 per cent to £109.5m. 
When an inheritance starts delivering a re- 
turn, holding on to your chfos doesn't seem 
such a bad idea - even if you are three gen- 
erations removed from the creator of your 
wealth. It was the object lesson that this 
dynasty needed. 

To appease those members of the fam- 
ity who v^d have preferred to see a flota- 
tion, Littlewoods sold off 19 of its stores to 
Marte and Spencec enabling the business 
to pay out a £200m dividend to the femfiy 
shlueholders.

Sir John, a passionate painter, also be- 
stowed upon Liverpool the biennial John 
Moores Liverpool Art Exhibition (now in- 
ternationally renowned) offering a £20,000 
start in life to iqi and coming artists. 
David Hodotoy h^ been among the no- 
table recipients. 

Sir John steadfastly refused to let the 
exltibition be moved or to travel to London, 
ensuring that international art critics 
mate the journey to Liverpool at least once 
in a while. Some would say these begin- 
nings helped to secure the Tate's northern 
outpost for LiverpooL 

Beys’ clubs were also recipients of his 
cash. Again, it was ebarity stemming from 
his personal ejqierience. “He saw that peo- 
pfe from a pcK)r backgrouncL Hke him, could 
fulfil their potential,” says one business- 
man who has worked closely with the 
Moores. “It was an investment in the way 
he had grown up.” 

While Betty and Peter have continued 
their father's support of art (the Peter 
Moores Foundation has pumped milli ons 
into the sector), John Jnr became a pas- 
sionate champion of educational opportu- 
nity.

“If 
JMU became Ivy League material and 
research-driven, John Moores Jnr would 
not be interested." 

The Moores hardly e.xude money - 
ev&) thou^ tii^ cemtinue to feature in lists 
of Britain's richest people. “The problem 
for the new generations is that much of 
toeir wealth is not liquid.” says Professor 
Tbm Cannon, one of the con»)rtium that 
tried to buy Everton's shares from Sir 
John’s trustees in the mid 1990s. “Thqy 
have all gone into land and the wealth is 
tied iq> in Littlewoods stock," he says. 

But times are changng. The improve- 
ment m Uttiewcuds’s financial fortunes and 
Liveipool's need for outside capital make 
both businesses ripe for sale.

GEM of an idea for the modem market-place 


ONE OF the many iotijguing as- 
pects of new information and 
telecommunications tedmdo^es 
is their scope for creating entire- 
ly new types of work. An example

Another possibility would be 
the development of professional 
takers-in of parcels to serve the 
growth of online shopping. EJach 
nei^bouihood needs a 'reliable 
pensioner or stay-at-home carer 
who can take in deliveries for peo- 
ple near by who go out to work. 

It is easy to see how demand for 
a huge variety of new services 
might grow, and easy to envisage 
people who want to provide the^ 
The question is bow die market wOl 
evolve. In any market there is an 
innate probl^ of matching de- 
mand to supply - not only must the 
price attiust to the market-dearing 
level, but the buyer has to have 
enough information to want to 
make the purchase from any ^ven 
supplier.

nological infrastructure for GEMs. 
Important elements would in- 
clude secure enaction, rela- 
tions for the protection of privaqr 
and a system for licensing or 
guaranteeing standards. 

If these basics could be pro- 
vided. the aystem - built and run 
by a private-sector consortium or 
g^chisees - would electronical- 
ly do the job of matching buyers 
and sellers of any good or service 
)iou can think of Ifa customer or- 
dered clothes from a ret^er. she 
would be linked to another GEM 
to order deliveiy and another to 
find the stay-at-home @ran to take 
in the parcel. Big retailers could 
participate but would have no ad- 
vantage over smaU ones. All would 
meet minim um quality and relia- 
trility standards, or be kicked off the 
system. 

It could in theory be the ideal, 
perfectly competitive market de- 
scribed by Adam Smith in action 
for the first time in any real econ- 
otqy: 'Hie business stranglehold 

over the consumer could be cir- 
cumvented. Mr Rowan suggests.

It’s virtually the 
best way to run 
your business 


THE SKIPS came for the furniture 
two weeks ago. Desks, chairs and 
the other familiar paraphernalia of 
office lifo were quietly coasted to 
the scrapbeap, tfaou^ Uiis was no 
act-of s^-sao^ce or the final in- 
glorious days of a dying business. 

Instead, it was an oddly symbol- 
ic moment for the people at Cam- 
bridge Advanced iQectronics, the 
en^eering and design business in 
East An^ia, which was finally cut- 
ting ties with the traffitional trap- 
pings of corporate existence a^ 
going virtuaL 

"I guess we had hedged our b^ 
for al^ ayeac” says Fhfiip Gaffiiqj( 
the co-founder of CAE. '^e put the 
furniture into storage a year ago but 
a fortni^t ago we finally decided 
that it to go.” 

CAE, a business with sales of 
£1 mOlim a yean took the plunge and 
became a virtual conq>any last year 
The directors ditched the conq)any’s 
offices, got rid of a dminis trative 
staff and dispatched the firm’s 
sUlled consultants to their homes. 
The office furniture was placed in 
storage - ju^t in case. 

Mr Gaffoey is in no doubt that the 
transformation has been a com- 
plete success. The company, he ex- 
plains, has slashed ov^eads and 
improved its efficiency. The cost of 
emi^oyingan electronic engineering 
consultant, he estimates, has been 
cut by 50 per cent since CAE went 
virtuaL Savings on rent alone are es- 
timated at £70,000 a year. 

In addition, the quality of life for 
CAE people has been greatly en- 
hance by woridng at home, dis- 
pensing with the daily aggravation 
of commuting, operating more flex- 
ibly and being able to spend more 
time with their femilies. 

*"We are doing very well,'' Mr 
Gaffoey s^. “TOs are operating 
more ^dently. we don't have the 
stress of travel and we all like the 
freedom.” 

CAE is a typical example of the 
growing number of companies that 
have adopted the virtual route, shed- 
ding the fixed office and associated 
administrative fuiKtioos m return for

An example of another type of 
business, which does not rely as 
heavily on the Internet, is Studio 
Strat^y a successful media train- 
fog and ^iddalist publishing conceni 
founded in the eariy 1990s by a for- 
mer television produoei; Simon Ellis.

“"When I lotdged at setting up the 
business, 1 knew that we were less 
likely to be taken seriously if we did 
not have one of the seven golden 
postcodes in London, like Wl or 
EC2.” he says. So the company ofiere 
a WC2 postcode to the outside world 
but is in effect based in the Ellis 
family home in Cambridgeshire. 
From its ori^s as a one-man 
band. Studio Strategy today has a 
full-time staff of four and ten outside 
consultants. 

As a result Mr Ellis places great 
emphasis on effective communica- 
fions as the antidote to luxurious 
office siutes in lughly priced Blooms- 
bury. “1 have al^lutely no regrets 
and if I add up what I would have 
spent on office premises, it would 
easily be a six-figure sum.” he ex- 
plains. 

The success at CAE can also be 
measured by the growth in the 
number of consultants working with 
the virtual conqiany. A year ago. CAE 
had a team of ei^t qukified people. 
Today tile number is up to 20 and Mr 
Gaffii^ccmfidaitb’says: ‘'V^rysoon 
we wQi have about 40 and we receive 
many applications from engineers 
who wish to work at home, where 
they can spend more time with 
their families.” 

The preose number of virtual 
companies operating in Britain and 
the rest of Europe is almost impos- 
sible to gauge. But few dotfot the age 
oftfaerirtualcompazQ^faasazziveda^ 
that numbers are focreasmg. 


Maarten Bottennan, who over- 
sees studies on teleworking and 
electronic commerce for the Euro- 
pean Commission in Brussels, is 
among those wdio sees the emer- 
gence of the virtual company as a 
natural extenaon of the e^oacKk in 
home-working. 

According to a recent study from 
Mr Botterman’s department, the 
number (tf tdeworkers fo Britain has 
now rocketed to 1,8 minion, the 
equivalent of 7 per cent of the na- 
tion’s workforce. The increase in 
telewoik is a consequence of the 
r^id development of key tedmolo- 
gies, such as mobile telephones 
and the Internet, which in turn 
have encouraged the increasing 
use of intranets within business or- 
ganisations. The technologies un- 
derpumfog call -centre development 
for example, have already created 
400,000 jobs for Europeans, he esti- 
mates. 

The Telecottage Association, 
wludi represents the growing army 
of home-workers, is more conserv- 
ative and prefers the official UK 
Labour Fbroe Survey figure of about 
a million teleworters. But Alan 
Denby of the TCA shares Mr Bot- 
terman's view that the teleworker 
revolution will uitimately encourage 
the creation of more virtual com- 
panies.

Mr Bottennan says the trend re- 
flects the wider change takizigplace 
in the old corporate ^ture.

“But an office is a huge in- 
vestment and recent studies have 
shown that in any 24-hour period, an 
office is only used for about 7 per cent 
ofthetime, Thatisaverye}q)ensive 
investment Bigorgamsations have 
^tified the existence of such things 
in the past but it will be more (fiS- 
cult in the foture, when companies 
are under pressure to add value.” 



CAE's Mr Gaffoey fully under- 
stands. Before its transformation to 
a virtual company about £400.000 of 
annual sales were swallowed up in 
rents, staff salaries and other tni- 
ditional overtieads. 

CAE has kept its pic status and. 
to outsiders, the business rontinues 
much as it did before. But today the 
company's engineers do their own 
admin woik and Mr Gaffney's vrife, 
Jane, is a part-time finance director 
who handies issues such as invxNc- 
es and payments. Any other ad- 
ministration is outsourced. 

Mr Bottennan says going virtu- 
al will not suit all types or ail sizes 
(rf’emnpany. The growth, be says, wiD 
be found in small and m^um- 
sized enterprises *SMEs). I see the 
big growth in networking between 
SMEs,” he says. *Tn the past small- 
er busfo^sescoukl never afford tiie 
technolog>- but today they can work 
effectively together without the very 
high associated costs.” 

While it is fanciful to envisage a 
time when businesses like Bardays 


or Unilever have gone virtuaL the 
trend amrag big companies in recent 
years has bron to scale back bead- 
office fedlities and decentralise ad- 
ministration. The virtual oompai^ is 
the ultimate extension of that trend. 

Mr Botterman sees the benefits 
of virtuality as an important tool in 
the fight to remain competitive. 
”The virtual workforce, taiidng to 
each other and their clients over the 
network is the key to the company’s 
structure.” bis report states. “It en- 
ables costs to be kept lean and 
ahead of the competition.” 

The virtual company seems like- 
ly to emerge in most of the obvious 
places where people are the key 
assets, such as consultancies. Studio 
Strategy’s Mr Ellis is adamant that 
the concept of a virtual company 
lends itself particulariy to the con- 
sultancy profession, which operates 
largely on other people's premises. 

He points out “If you are any good 
as a consultant, you are not in the 
office anyway. My dieots want me 
to go to them.” 


Mr Bottennan agrees that con- 
sultants and oQier areas of the cre- 
ative professHRis win be the most 
fertite ground for file vstual company 
But there is general agreement 
that starting a virtual compaity from 
ootiungposes substantial diffi^ties. 
The main problem is getting the 
company’s name in front of its cus- 
tomers. Ideally, a business that has 
been in operation for some time 
would be best placed to make the 
switch to virtuafity; 

The acceptance of virtual com- 
panies by lar^, more traditional un- 
dertakings may also pose difficulties. 
Most companies are used to dealing 
with the femiliarstructures of busi- 
ness life, such as bead offices, lay- 
ers of adminislration and frequent 
fece-tO'face meetings. 

This su^ests that large compa- 
nies, too. will have to adapt their out- 
look and customs if the virtufo 
company is to emerge and flourish. 

Mr Gaffiiey accepts that multi- 
nationals will not necessarily want 
to do business with one man and a

(Useless fact for your next 
Christmas quiz: if you had invest- 
ed $l in the Dow Jones index 
every year since 1890, but only for 
the inontb (}£ Sqitembei; you would 
have had 22 cents left by the end 
of 1996. If you had invested $1 in the 
other 11 months on^ you would 
have had $681.92.) 

The interesting thing about the 
January effect is that it is most 
marked with small company 
shares, which consistently out- 
perform large compaqy shares in 
that month, again not just in one 
country but across many borders 
as well 

In fact, according to Professor 


Sie^l again, the entire basis for 
saying small stocks outperform 
large stodis can to explained fay the 
January effect It aD bamens in that 
one month. But there is evidence 
that the January effect is now 
ceasing to woric as powerfully as it 
once did. 

There are plen^ of reasons ad- 
vanced to explain the January an d 
first-quarter effects noted 1^ re- 
searchers. Part of it obviously has 
to do with the fact that it followB the 
end of the calendar year; when in- 
vestors tend to analj^ the state (if 
their investments. One interesting 
theory is that professional fund 
managers, who are closely judged 
on their annual performance fig- 
ures, tend to buy riskier shares in 
the first quarter of th e year and be- 
come steadily more cautious as the 
end of the year approaches. 

There are all sorts of other ex- 
planations, from tax to psychology 
and even the weathec 

The truth is there is no simplp 
orsin^e e^ilanation that ev piains 


the January or small-company ef- 
fect in ail the countries \riiere It has 
been noticed. Nor unfortunately is 
there any evidence to believe tiiat 
you can be sure of making money 
out of plajdng the calendv anom- 
alies. 

lb that extent, it remains an un- 
explained mysteiy. (Remember 
that simply by the laws of proba- 
bility, you would exgoct one month 
to do significantly totter than aD the 
other 11.) 

But there is still a message for 
PEP investors in all this. If you de- 
cide to keep going with an equity- 
based ISA this year, try not to 
leave it all to the last minute a gain. 
You will almost certainly do better 
by feedii^ your money in on a reg- 
ular basis than you will by leaving 
it all to February or March. 

As Warren Buffet has pointed 
out investors are the oi^ con- 
sumers in the worid who seem to 
prefer to bqy when things are ex- 
pensive and sell them when they 
are cheap.

clubs? 


SPORT IS attracting the interest of 
investors and, for investment pur- 
poses, sport izrvariabh^ means foot- 
ball **In this countiy, football has 
been the major interek," says Nick 
Batiram, sector anafyst at stock- 
brokers Greig Middleton. 

“Ybry early on you saw people like 
Sir John Hall at Newcastle buying 
rugby tnuon and haslrpfhall fran- 
chises alongside jNewcastte;Unjte<L 
but he had daxierged ah of these be- 
fore be Boated the football dub and 
has since sold on Ms ru^by union 
interests.*' 

“We tend to focus on the football 
club shares," confirms Richard 
Hunter of NatWiest Stockbrokers, 
“and the foct remains that these are 
not *widows and orphans’ invest- 
ments. Football (tinb shares are 
hi^hy volatile and tiie share prices 
are almost totally dqiendent on the 
on the field performances.” 

He cites Sunderiand, current^ 
top of the First Division of the 
Nationwide League and almost cei> 
tainly heading ba^ to the top flight, 
as a p^e exanq)te. “Sunderiand's 
share price has gone up recently on 
the eaqiectatioQ of the (M> fctting 
promoted to the Premiership, with 
an the extra inc ome (hat entails. 
Generally ..peaking, the fortunes of 
foottofi dub shares are totally 
lated to what happens on the field.” 

This view is not shared by Toqy 
FTahei; chief executive of Singer & 
Fiiedlaiufer Unit 'Bnists, wiudi runs 
the only UK colledive 

fund concentrating on footbaU dub 
shares. “People tb^ that as a seo- 
toc there is nothing happening, but 
they are not looking for the opp^ 
tunities,” be says. “They are pa^ng 
too much attention to what is ^ung 
on on the pitdi and that is ^ttmg 
less and less significant' 

What matters is the ri^ts to 
broadcast the dub’s core piquet - 
football matches. “In the footbaD sec- 
tor there is only one real issue and 
that is the outcome of the MMC

Manchester United,' Mr Praher

“One of toe migor podtives as for 
as sport is conc^ned is that it is a 
very valuable entity for the broad- 
cast arena,” says Nick Battram.

“If you are 
running a TV channel you want 
people to watch and football is one 
of toe biggest draws: and the best 
way to ensure 3irou ba\'e football is to 
buy a football club.” 

The reason is the increasing 
power of clubs to control their own 
broadcasting destinies. “It is now 
fairly clear toat when the current 
Sky deal runs out in 2001, every club 
will be negotiating its own deals for 
toe rights to broadcast its home 
games,” he adds. “I reckon that 16 
out of toe 20 current premiership 
dubs will be taken into media own- 
ership within toe next two years.” 

Ruction to pay-per-view has 
come to dominate sentiment in the 
sectoc but it is not entirely a one-way 
bet “fV(»n about May 1996 to the OTd 
d 1997, there was a lot of exdtement 
over pay-per-view and the potential 


of media sales, but then an academic 
report came out which said that the 
potential had been greatly over- 
estimated” Mr Hunter says. ‘This 
wiped one-third off the value of foot- 
ball club shares o\’emigiit. Since 
then, there has been nothing to 
make football club shares return to 
those sorts of levels.” 

Mr Fraher also points out that 
wider exploitation of a dub’s brands 
will be important. “They are al- 
ready beginning to go in to areas like 
financial services and travel but 
Uiere is even greater scope if they 
get into things like virtual banking 
selling services to a fen base that 
a mud) greater loyalty to a football 
dub than to Bardays or (^neral Ac- 
ddent or Tescos. .And that potential 
growth is not yet in any of toe share 
prices.” 

"E\'ety'thing that can be branded 
is branded” Mr Battram continues. 
“The que.stion then is, does this add 
much value at the end of the day? 
The answer is. probably not a lot but 
they are trying to reduce the volatil- 
ity of their core earnings, which 
come from what they are doing on 
the pitch.'' 


Indeed it seems that for a foot- 
ball share to have any long-term at- 
traction it needs to diversify away 
from its highly volatile 'core* busi- 
ness. “You have dubs like Leeds 
Sporting, which is trying to build a 
media empire of ukich the football 
club is just a part and Loftus Road 
which is a tie-up between Queens 
Park Rangers and Saracens Rugby 
Club, to try and ensure that maxi- 
mum us is made of the ground” 
points out Mr Hunter. “And then 
there is Chelsea YiUage. which is 
more of a property play than a pure 
football club, with a Iiigh-quality 
residential development in west 
London.” 

Mr Fraher insists that there is 
undiscovered value in the sector. 
“Take a club like Leicester City as 
an example.” he says. “Its current 
market vd nation is around £i3m, yet 
it has one player, Emil Heskey. wlio 
is valued at between Sm atid lOm 
and cash on its balance sheet of 
around £i0m. 

“So between cash and Heskey, 
have the entii-e valuation of the 
club. Set that against the £ 8m or so 
a year it would cost for the TV 


ri^ts to the (^’s home games, and 
you can see that it is much cheap- 
er to buy toe dub for £i5m than the 
TV rights, \riiich, in any case, have 
to be renegotiated every three 
years.” 

Another pvampla he ci t es is cri ti c 
in Scotland “Celtic currently has an 
ordinaiy share price of 37(^ but also 
has 6 per cent preference shares at 
270p, which convert into ordinaries 
in 2001,” be points out. “This is the 
kmd of massive anomaly that can be 
found in this sector, which means 
there are some screaming oppor- 
tunities for those that want to get 
involved.” 

The fundamental link, however, 
remains between sporting success 
and finandal success. “In tiie past,” 
points Nick Battram. 'it was disap- 
pointing if you didn't win the League 
or you lost in the Cup final but it 
wasn't necessarily financially crip- 
pling. Now, if you are relegated 
from the Premiership; toe eSM on 
your income and cashflow can be 
devastating, as Crystal Palace has 
recently proved.”

A little cross-investment can cause 
a large conflict of interest 



Chaos on Wall Street befiore the 1929 crash, which was caused

RATHER THAN purely investing in 
companies' shares, many invest- 
ment trusts invest in other trusts in 
the management groiqj's range, or 
in the shares of a parent conqiaiy. 

This practice could, at the veiy 
le^ lead to conflicts of mteresL and 
at its worst could lead to the whole- 
sale collapse of funds - as was the 
case during the 1929 stock maitet 
crash, when large numbers of in- 
vestment trusts were invested in 
each otbec 

Among toe most affected invest- 
ment trusts are funds run by Ab- 
erdeen Asset Management and 
Fleming Investment Trtist Man- 
a^menL as weQ as a number of split 
capital investment trusts. 

There are three different issues 
surrounding investment trust cross- 
holdings. In simple terms, ifwest- 
mrat trusts msy have large holdings 
in their parent companies, often 
making up one of the top IQ biggest 
holdings in the trust Ejqperts b^^ 
this adds risk to the fund, due to the 
reliance on.a single conq>any, and 
that the cross-holdings also lead to 
conflicts of interest some trusts 

F^jeatedly invest in other trusts run 
ty the same parent investment 
group. This, again, can potentially 
lead to conflicts of interest 

More complex still for investors 
are the spDt capital investment 
trusts that invest in eadi other; cre- 
ating a “tortuous arde” of invest- 
ment Some investment trust 


of Cards" phenomenoiL 
They b^eve that because these 
funds are all invested in each other 
via each other, the collapse of one 
fund, or the performance of' the 


sector of funds as a' \riiole, could 
spell disastec creatix^ a vicious 
circle of dedining performance. 

Fleming Investment Trtist Man- 
agement runs a lar^ number of in- 
vestment trusts and other types of 
dosed-end funds, fbur of its in- 
vestment trusts, in particular, own 
large stakes in toe parent company 
Robert Fleiniiig Holdzigs. This is de^ 
spite each fund hawig a distinctly 
different investment mandate.

shares, as tb^ have performed

“All our investment trust boards 
are independent and stock choice 
is made in the interests of the fund 
and toe shareholders,” he claims. 

Robert Fleming has had proUems 
recently due to its mqjosure to Asian 
and emerging markets. Some ex- 
perts s^ most other invesbnent 
trusts, not managed ty Fle ming , 
would have sold holdings in Robert 
Flemii^ under such conditions. 

The performance of these four 
Fleming investment trusts will be 
hi^y dependent on the perfor- 
mance of Robert Fleming Holdings 
itselt whose performance in turn wU 
be partly dependent on the success 
of toe trusts it runs. 

The performance of Fleming Mid 
Cap, Overseas and Continental Eu- 
ropean funds have all been below the 
average for their Investment trust 
sector over the three yearn to 22 Feb- 
ruary 1999. The only fond to out- 
perform has been Fleming 
American, which has returned 118 
per cent over that time, compared 
with a sector average of 30 percent 
over toe three-year period. 

Unfortunately, it is difficult to as- 
sess the performance of Robert 
Fleming Holffings' shares as it is not 
^oted on any stock exchange and 
it does not publish its performance 
to toe public. But SAr Overgage 
claims: “Robert FlemiDg has had ex- 
cellent performance over the long 
term and, in maziy cases, its shares 
have been the best p erfi gmers in the 
trusts that hold them."

I failed to put long-term benefits above short-term pains 


MY BIGGEST mistake was 
that I didn't follow my in- 
.stincts and disrupt things in toe 
short term for longer term ben- 
efits. Fve spent most of n^ life 
in toe computer business, but . 
1 joined FMC Hanis - the coun- 
try's leading meat and bacon 
supplier - to get some man- 
agement experience. We had 
about 40 abattoirs and ei^t 
bacon foctories.

profit business, one of the prob- 
lems I had was the remunera- 
tion method for paying the 
slaii^tennen: it was mai^ for 
overtime and piecewoik. It was 
totally out of sync, and at some 
stage we just wouldn't be mak- 
ing aqy mon^ at all Somebotly 
had to change the pay.policy for 
most of toe fectory work but al- 
though I recognised that quite 
early oh, 1 did nothing about it 
I was so terrified that I would 


disrupt toe business in the 
short term that I failed to un- 
derstand the intoortanceinthe 
longer term. 1 didn't follow my 
instincts and make chan^. 
which would have caused the 
unions to pull the workers out 
on strike and meant 1 would 
lose two weeks of production, 
rather toan stop the basic fab- 
ric being underfed by meth- 
ods and procedures niuch had 
been running for 25 years.

About two or three years from 
the time I should have taken the 
decision, the business was in 
such a desperate state that we 
were suited to a hostile 
takeover because profits were 
so weak.

Hie Modernising Government 
White Faperalso annoioioed ttiat the 
Cabinet Office could block Bills that 
imposed unnecessary regulation on 
business. Local authorities and 
other public bodies will also be 
der^iilated. Public so’vants whose 
perfirainanoe is pov may be refused 
aniiualpaymcreases. Ihr^ts are to 
be set ^increasing the number of 
women and ethnic minorides em- 
ployed in the dvil service.

Jobs boom peters out but accountants stay in credit 


ACCOUNlVtNTS ARE seeing their 
rise at its hipest rate fiw more 
th^ five years, according to the lat- 
est suivey of the profession by the 
financial recruitment consultanoy 
Robert Batf inteniationai. 

Hie average rise last year was 
4.5 per cent but this figure disguis- 
es a wide range of increases. The

Jeff Grout UK managing direr, 
tor of Robert Hali^ said such figures 
were for people ronaining in the 
same job; those that changed jifo in 
the year saw their pay go tq) an 
average of twice as much.

Mr Grout 
has pointed to “the decline of the 
technocrat and the rise of the com- 
mercial manager”, whidi he sees as 
connected with increasing empha- 
sis on individuals' performance in 
the job.

Neverthd^s, the news that the 
accounting side of the operation, 
Arthur Andersen, was poadiing the 
entire Canadian iractioe of rival Big 
Five firm JBPMG was an unesqiect- 
ed act of audacity, even from a firm 
that has h een pirfriTig up parts of 
rival {xactices for some time. In par- 
ticular it must have been a grave 
shock for the senior executives of 
KPUG, iriio have sought to move be- 
yond the abandoned merger with 
Ernst & \biing by estatAshiog a true 
international structure. 

However even aDowing for the 
feet that the Canadian partnersare 
this week voting on uriiether to join 
up with Andersen, the move an- 
nounced on 25 Mardii is, stresses 
Mike Bake, KPMG’s XJS senior part- 
ner a long w^ from a "done d^". 

He and his senior cdleagues 
have done their bit to confuse mat- 
ters by bringing forward the an- 
nouncement of apian they insist has 
be^ m gestatian for meutbs - to cre- 
ate two ^ant firms out of more than 
20 national practices in Europe and 
the Americas. 

And they appear to be optimistic 
that even if the *^g*ing Canadian 
partners follow Spencer Lanthier, 
t he ir chairman aod chief executive.

Ybt ft appears that Andersen is not 
moving from a position of total 
strength eithec The long-running 
dispute between Arthur Andersen 
and the even fester-growing An- 
dersen Consulting, whidi is to be the 
subject of arbitration, has under- 
mined the idea that the Andersen 
Worldwide oi^anisation has 
achieved the ^obal int^ration that 
seems to have eluded everybody 
else. 

It as is now t^ely e^qoected. this 
process ends with the two parts 
going their separate ways, Arthur 
Andersen wotlLd be left some way 
adrift from the rest of the Big Five. 
Accorrfingty sa>' observers, it wCD be 
looking to coaqfeosate for this by ac- 
quiring parts (rfotber firms. If it suc- 
ceeds in attracting KPMG's 
Canadian practice, other prizes 
nu^t fell into Us grasp, or so goes 
the thinking.

later abandoned, aimed at bolster- 
ing its legal services arm through 
the addition of a respected Ci^ of 
London law firm.

Observers at other 
firms are watching this particular 
episode with interesL no doubt 
awaiv that not eveiythii^ is perfect 
in their owiv patches.

nesses; cultural differences, varying

Expanding Possibilities 


P IERS SCHMIDT: 1 
read i^giigh at Cam- 
bridge, and later set 
up ipy own compel^. 
The {unnade was an amtutious 
management bpy-tn for three 
dassical record!^ companies, 
to create an independent com- 
pany thAt had some muscle, 
nieidea of taldpg artists' ca- 
reers long-term and becoming 
more like a management con- 
sultancy was innovative. But it 
all went horribly wrong. We 
needed £4m in equity and only 
got to about £3m. Myfinaoce di- 
rector took roe aside and said: 
have to let go". I ended up 
as a corporate financier to pay 
off ny debts. It took me three 
months to persuade them to 
give me the job. and 1 left after 
three days. 

The very next day. a chum 
rang up and said: ‘There's a de- 
sign company who are very cre- 
ative but don't understand 
business. They have asked me 
to help, but 1 can't Vifould you?" 
I saw a huge opportunity for 
companies like that to employ 
people like me who could ar- 
ticulate tbw value to the busi- 
ness community. A headhunter 
led me to Newell and Sorrell, 
where I met Michael 

He told me a story about the 
way people pirMem-solve: they 
lend to go into certain mind 
spaces. like rooms in a house, 
l^e first room is where people 
see a brilliant example of what 
they are trying to achieve -and 
then set about trying to repli- 
cate it. It's essentially pla^- 
rism. Michael said: "There's a 
lot to team, but don't dawdle 
there." The second room is 
that of reason - death by mar- 
ket research. 

In the third room, you find a 
lot of people from design and 
advertising; it’s the room of 
convention and precedent \bu 
get repetition, and you don't 
achieve any kind of distinc- 
tion. The fourth room is the 
room of not knowing. It's Che 
room of liberatiflgyourseir and 
giving yourself to total blank 
space. That gave us a mecha- 
nism to create a business. 

You have to wait for an idea 
to gel then go forit Meanwhile 
I ran the rebranding pro- 
gramme For British Airways, 
which I used to prototype ideas. 
Three years and £6m of bilhng 
later, it was time for a deep 
breath. I had been tallsng to 
Midiael about the limitations of 
companies. We wanted our 
product to be the thinking; to 
draw compelling, tangible pic- 
tures and scenarios of possible 
iutures for businesses facing 
climactic change.

If s the way to 
sharpen tiling you have al- 
reacty conceived. 1 found the N 
& S company culture very in- 
tolerant to criticism: it was 
hostile to having to fece the fact 
that the road we had come 
along maybe wasn't the right 
road. J thi^ it does people a dis- 
service not to go hade 1 felt it 
was of more vdue to be open 
and naked. Every time 1 heard 
someone talk about “position- 
ing", I couldn't stand il b^use 
it immediately says: “I can’t re- 
veal the truth, therefore I have 
to take a positioa" 

I knew that to be isolated 
wi th my own qualities wasn't a 
sufficientJy balanced vehicle 
actually to run. I enjoyed the 
process of becoming a busi- 
ness. It took time to realise 
there had been a picture of roe, 
which I had accepted as accu- 
rate - that I was not a person 
who could build a business. 
It's very gratifying, with The 
Fourth Room, thatwhen we are 
faced with someone who does 
have a problem with the future, 
we can solve it very quickly. 

The venture capital side is 
the most interesting thing i 
don't endlessly want to use 
other people’s companies to do 
things. There are things I 
would like to see happening. I 
wisli we were in America, in 
some ways; I find the UK the 
land of foot brakes and the US 
the land of accelerator pedals. 
But I hope w'e have wall^ into 
dutch land, where people are 
willing to disengage. 

I^e any partners. Piers and 
I have an underpinning trust 
and unstated telepathy. We go 
incredibly fast Piers has enor- 
mous electricity and very littie 
baggs^e. We had ameetingthis 
morning where we did a 
month’s work in half an hour. 
If s like having skis of infinite 
length on a glader. He has an 
incredibly clear head and ter- 
rific energy, and 1 can always 
see a bigger picture.

Lord Younger, the chairman of the 
Royal Bankof Scotland, and Angus Grossart, the 
merthant banker A littie forfoo' down tho« were 
those, such as the leader of foe Scottish National 
I^rty. Alex Salmond, who were more vocal than 
powerful, and others - the chairmen of the Old 
Firm football dubs Rangers and Celtic, religious 
leaijers. landowners - who still held superstitious 
sway over foe hearts and .minds of foeir re- 
spective devotees. 

Look closely at that well cemented list, and 
you'd gel foe impression that the nation was 
being run by 10 grey men in tw'eedy breeks sit- 
ting round a Perthshire dining table, dispens- 
ing favours over smoked salmon and drams.

THE ARRIVAL in the Netherlands on Monday of Abdel 
Basset All al-M^rahi and al-Amin ichaiifa Fliimah, the two 
lil^yan men accused of planting the 1988 Lockeibie bomb, 
is a triumph for persistence and the willingness to com- 
promise. The pressure applied by Jim Swire and other fam- 
ily members of the 270 victims, first on the British and 
American goivemments, and through them on the Libyan 
government, has proved that gradual diplomacy can work. 

The bombing of Pan Am flight 103 fi'om London to New 
'Vbrk was nothing other than an act of wiagg murder 
against innocent people. Since the Sixties, such attacks on 
dvOiazis have been a growing menace. Chilians through- 
out the world would be continual^ available as targets for 
whoever felt like taking a pot-shot unless perpetrators of 
terrorism are always punished. 

Howevei; revenge perverts justice. Any attempt on the 
part of the Americans to kidnap the two suspects would 
only have been to compound one crime with annthpr Crim- 
inals should be brou^t to trial by l^al mpang lo this 
the absence of e:^radition agreements between Libya and 
either the United KingrinTn or the United States marie that 
more dfficuit But through the endeavours of Mr Swire. 
Nelson Mandela, President of South AMca, and affifialg 
at tile United Nations it was achieved. 

The trial must be fain Althou^ the suspects are being 
held in a Dutch air base and will be tried in the Nether- 
lands, th^ will be tried 1^ Scottish judges under Scottish 
law. Therefore, the Scottish justice system is as much on 
trial as Messrs al-M^rahi and Fhimah. 

There have been persistent rumours depying the guilt 
of these particular men, or of the involvement of Libya in 
the bombing. There were, and are, other groups and 
countries in the Middle East with grudges against Amer- 
ica and Britain who would be pr^iared to bomb airliners. 
The Scottish judiciary has the highest standards gnri 
Britons uill be confident that th^ will not convict unl^-gg 
the case is proved b^nd reasonable doubt However, it 
would be a stain on Scotland's criminal justice system if 
there were even the impression that the judges had 
bowed to governmental pressure to send these two men 
down. The Arab world must see that this trial is irre- 
proadbaUe. Otherwise it wQl merely feed the suspidon that 
there IS one law for the West and another for the rest 

The foct that Colonel Muaxnmar Gaddafi, the Libyan 
leadeq has allowed these men to s^d trial points to the 
UkeUhood that there wiU not be a trail i«».ariiTig hank tafhis 
country. If the Libyans are not guilty they may well be 
aware of vriio is. Tte Lockerbie families and the Western 
goveznments must be prepared for the fact that this is not 
the end of the process. But wherever the process goes, 
diplomacy must be its engne. 
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Paying teachers by 
results will get results 

ALL JOURNALISTS are gopd journalists. All lawyers are good 
lawyers. Do either of these statements sound plausible? 
If not, compare them with this statement nsade at the 
National Union of Teachers' conference this week: “AU 
teachers are good teachers." 

Every adult can remember and distinguish their good 
teachers from their bad ones. The good ones did not need 
to enforce discipline, they commanded respect and even, 
on occasion, affection. Tbe bad ones quivered helplessly 
as their escalating threats were ignored and the classroom 
degenerated into a runway for paper planes. 

The Government's plans for performance-relied pay 
(PRP) seek to reward good teachers and thus spur bad ones 
to redouble their efforts. Signs that the Government is 


preparing to compromise with the tpj»rhing unions over 
PRP are worrying. The reforms must not be shelved. 

The problem with PRP is that teachers are not like 
Stakhanovite worker heroes who can be judged according 
to the tonnage of coal they mine each day. PRP will never 
work if it is baldly tied to examination results. Unlike tons 
of coal, classes of pupils are not all alike. If PRP were tied 
to exam results, brilliant teachers with a class of duffers 
could be paid less than dullards who tau^t child prodigies. 
The pay in PRP must be related to the quality of a 
teacher's performance, not just to exam results. 

There are two ways in which this could be done. Cur- 
rently, headteachers can reward good teachers by giving 
them extra responsibilities, which carry vnth them extra 
pay The advantage of this is that head teachers work closed 
with their junior colleagues every day and can assess them 
on a mass of evidence: they know the types of pupils in thdr 
school and the particular pupils in each class.

But it will take a long 
time until Kosovo is fit for the Alba- 
nians again. The vast majority will 
refu.se to return unless Mfiosevic is 
toppled from power in Serbia, which 
brings us back to the vexed question 
of ground troops. If MrClintoD and Mr 
Blair really believe that they can get 
toe Ko$o\’ars back, they will have to 
help construct a place safe for them 
lo live in. and protect them. That 
means troops oo the ground to enforce 
toe settlement. No one said this was 
going to be a short war wito a neat con- 
clusion. but now that we are in it, Nato 
will have to see it throu^ to the end. 

The consequences will anchor the 
West in toe Balkans for the foresee- 
able future. While Serbia learns to live 
with toe consequences of Milosevic's 
delusions of nationalist grandeur, the 
Alliance will have to assess the rea- 
sons for its own patchy performance 
in stopping him. The new Nato will 
need to be for quicker on its foet than 
the old one - more attuned to 
responding to the unpredictable. It 
must co-ordinate bumanitarian fac- 
tors as part of its operations, rather 
than allowing the endgame to be dic- 
tated tty tiiem. 

Tbe former UN Commander 
Michael Rose has written that the 
“entire credibility" of Nato is at stake 
in Kosovo. I would go further. At 
stake is the essence of Nato: the 
que.stion of what its duties, values and 
limits should be. Next time, we had 
better have toe answers ready.

TTie alternative to more power being given to head- 
teachers is to rety on the objectivity of Ofeted (office for 
standards in education) inspectors, who make two visits 
per class every four to six years. They sit at the back and 
take notes while the teacher worries, and Johnny and Jane 
understand precisety where the balance of power now lies. 
Teadiers can be for^ven for believing that too many of their 
career prospects rest on such brief assessments. 

The imperfection of either system tty itself should 
encourage tbe Government and teachers to seek to com- 
bine them. The performance assessments of the Ofsted 
inspectors could be the basis of teachers’ pay. If head- 
teachers found that these assessments firilwide of the mark, 
th^ could appeal. TO prevent the divisiveness which 
teachers fear, extra pay could be given ity headteachers 
without fanfare.

Finding a Taj Mahal on Merseyside 



ONE OF the starting points for my 
own fascination witfi everyday 
design was in a Manchester semi- 
nar room neariy 30 years ago: trade- 
mari e Mancunian drizzle, industrial 
grisaille and fraffic.

take to represent a Scot? 



IN THE next few weeks, the funda- 
mental characteristics of British 
representative demoaacy vrtll be 
swept away, liie simple formula • 
one place, one politician, one 
Pariiament - vrill be r^laced par- 
lianaeats in competition, pditicians 
sharing constituendes, and every 
town and dty et^oyirtg a plethora of 
elected representatives. 

The mast radical change is in 
Scotland and Vhles. But the new sys- 
tem for the Euro elections means 
rhang ft in England. And debate over 
reform of toe House of Lords and PR 
suggeste this is ju^ toe faeginiuiig. 
So radical are the implications that 
place could replace party as the 
basic unit of poUtical organisation. 
Ysster^ marked the start of the 
campaign for toe Scottish Pariia- 
menL %t, if a meeting last month of 
rival Scottish candidates is any- 
Uung to go by, the issues are onty jusd 
starting to be addressed 
The impetus for the event was the 
revolutionary change about to take 
place across Saitland in toe rela- 
tionship between electors and the 
elected. Cunentty every Scottish cit- 
izen has three political representa- 
tives: a coundnoc an MP and an 
MER In three months, thqy will have 
18: a couaczUoc an MP, ei^t Mem- 
bers of the Scottish I^uiiament and 
eight MElPs. This proliferation of 
politicians is onty partly eiqilained 
by the creation of a new parliament 
It is also the system the Scottish 

election thmu^ wtuch every area 
will choose not only a constituency 
member; but also seven list mem- 
bers to r^resent toe whole regiozL 
like all MPs, Scottish members 
have a heavy load of case work aris- 
\ng from their oonstituency surg- 
eries. After toe elections in May the 
bulk of constituents' concerns - 
issues sudi as education, housing 
health - will become the responsi- 
bility (rf the new Scottish Paiiiament

Being a Scottish backbencher In 
Westouaster wiU soon be the cushi- 
est job in politics. But It is hard to 
imaguie MPs bappDy referring con- 
stituents to MSPs if th^ think votes 
might be at risk. Wilt a Labour MP 
pass on case work to a Nationalist 
MSP? The Speaker currentiy ar^u- 
dicates in disputes between West- 
minster MPs. and will have to liaise 
with her opposite number in Hoty- 
rood to resolve the inevitable con- 
flicts beh^o MPs and MSPs. 

Then there is a phenomenon new 
to Britain - list representatives. 
When each citizen has eight Parlia- 
mentary representatives at Hoty^ 
rood how will constituency and list 
MSPs share re^nsibiiities? At the 
seminar in Edinburgh - organised 
by toe London-based Institute for 
Public Policy Research (IFPR) and 
the Scottish Counc^ Foundation - 
Hotyrood can^iates agreed that the 
principle should be “signposts, not 
□o-entry signs", friformation should 
be avaOable about the different roles 
of MPs and MSi^ and about the spe- 
cific interests of each MSP - like 
their committee membership - but 


voters must be free to choose their 
representatives. But this approach 
is controversial, with some people 
arguing for a ri^d demarcation be- 
tween constituency MSP foemsing on 
cases and list MSPs focusii^ on is- 
sues. With so Utile preparation for 
change, the onty thing that can now 
be guaranteed is confusion. 

Another feature of the list system 
is that candidates' likelihood (Selec- 
tion depends mainly on vtoere their 
party places them in the lisl The 
concern of each politician becomes 
not the performance of other parties, 
but staying at the top of their own 
party list. Indeed AJun Michael’s 
election to the \(felsh Assembly as a 
list member means he needs his own 
party to perform badly in a marginal 
constituency contest. When politi- 
cians from opposing parties are no 
longer fighting head-to-head could 
It mean they become more willing 
to co-operate across party lines? 

The changes in electoral system 
will have effects beyond the indi- 
vidual relationship between repre- 
sentative and vDtec impacting on the 
whole political geography of Britain. 
Look at the European elections, 
also being held under a list z>'5tem. 
Fbr the first time, politicians will be 
direertty elected at a reffonai level 
Working co-operatively across party 
lines. MEft could form powerful al- 
liances in areas like the Nortb-east 
and West Midlands, adding further 
momentum to ElngUsb regionalism. 

Some will welcome these possi- 
bilities: others will resist them. 7?ie 
real barrier to successful change is 
that we liave come to prize toe 
characteristics of a tystem incapable 
of meeting new ch^eoges. for ex- 
ample. the traditions of a parliament 
in which many MPs have no useful 
role, lb compensate for their lack of 
job satisfaction. MPs have invested 
more and more time in individual 
case work for constituents. But 
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Tony Blair has redrawn the political map Datrid C7iesktn/PA ■ 


while MPs spend an average of 
over 30 hours a week on case work 
vrtiicb would be better dealt with by 
local councillors or a strengthened 
ombudsman system, other impor- 
tant roles are largely overlook^ 
Local partnerships and networks

menl and tackling issues like social

Much has bmn said and written 
about the constitutional changes 
already in place or planned by New 
Labouc Yet little or no attention has 
been given to toe front line of the de- 
mocratic process - the relationship 
between politicians and the people 
th^ represent This is the lens 


tfarou^ which maziy people view the 
whole political process. If new po- 
litical structures and electoral sys- 
tems lead tocQofusioiL bm^passazig 
and more adversarialism. public 
cynicism will onty grow. 

There is an ^temative, where 
politicians help to build their local 
communities, where they co-oper^ 
ate on local a^ r^onal issues, and 
where citizens have new and better 
choices wtien it comes to maWng 
their voice heard in Lemdon, Ekfin- 
burgh, (Cardiff or Brussels.

/ IN 1990. the internal mar- 
ket reforms in the NHS 
changed the incentives 
of partkapants in the UK 
health care market I^ihaps 
the most oontentious asp^ of 
these reforms was allowing a 
subset of femily doctors to act 
as purchasers under the GP 
fundholding scheme. 

Under the previous 
airangemeats. femib' doctors 
had been gatekeepers to all 
forms of medical care. Th^ 
provided primary care in their 
surgeries, referred patients to 
hospital for further treatment 
or diagnostic tests and pre- 
scribed pharmaceuticals. But 
they were not responsible for 
the costs of either hospital 
treatment or thtir prescribing. 

Under the reforms, the 
fundholder scheme gave 
femily doctors budgets for 
these two activities. The out- 
come hasbeenhoUydebated. 

On the one hand, it has 
been argued that fundholders 
have better purchasers 
because they have better 
information on patients' pre- 
and post-hospital treatment 
They have b^ able to inno- 
vate, to change methods of 
treatment and to improve the 
efficiency of hospital care 


suppliers. This has benefited 
their own patients but may 
also have bad positive spill-over 
effects for other patients. 

On the other hand, it has 
been argued that the scheme 
has resulted in a two-tier ser- 
rtce with Tfipre resources avail- 
able to tile patients of 
fundholders, leading to better 
treatment for this group at the 
e:iqwnse of all other patients 
and. possibly, also higher 
incomes for fundholders. 

Rindholding was designed 
to close the gap between the 
fundholders' decisions over 
referral and prescribing and 
the financial consequences of 
these decisions. 

The essence of the problem 
is that Fundholders were given 
budgets based on their activity 
before they became fundhold- 
ers and were subject to rela- 
tively little monitoring in how 
they used these fends. They 
therefore had unintended in- 
centives to increase activity in 
the stafetoiy waiting period be- 
fore becoming a fundholder, 
and to decrease activity after 
becoming a fundholder to re- 
tain the surplus from the fund.

that fundholders have re- 
sponded to financial incen- 
tives. But, in terms of welfere, 
does this matter? 

First, the size of the in- 
crease in elective admissions 
in the year preparatoiy to be- 
coming fundholding is very 
similar to the fell in the year 
aftec This suggests that toe in- 
crease in referrals in the 
preparatory year represents a 
brining forward of cases who 
would have otherwise had to 


wait for tr^tmenL This is a 
ODce-off gain to this group. 

Second, the rise in prepara- 
tory-year referrals means that 
fundholders' budgets are in- 
Sated for the whole of the pe- 
riod that they are fundholders. 
Since fendholders’ budgets are 
deducted from the total 
allocation to the health au- 
thority larger budgets for fund- 
holders means fewer funds 
available for non-hmdholders. 
This represents a real shift of 
resources away from non- 
fimdholding practices to fend- 
holding practices. 

Third we observe a decline 
in admissions in the year of be- 
coming a fundholder which 
means that fundholder 
patients get less hospital treat- 
ment in that yeac But this 
does not necessarily mean 
fundholders' patients are get- 
ting poorer health care. De- 
creases in hospital admissions 
are not necessarily welfare de- 
creases. GPs may be substi- 
tuting treatment in their 
surgeries for hospital treat- 
ment Or they may be substi- 
tuting treatment in the private 
sector for NHS treatment. 

The withdrawal of fund- 
holders' business from NHS 
hospitals may hare beneficial 


effects for all patients, indud- 
ing DQD-fimdhidder^, Fit forces 
the hospitals to become more 
efficient Cooversdj^ it may 
lead to a superior service for 
fundholders’ patients com- 
pared with non-fimdholders’if 
the hospitals tiy to attract 
back the more mobile fund- 
holder business. 

We cannot deduce from the 
feU in admissions to NHS hos- 
pitals after a GP practice be- 
comes a fundholder that 
patient treatment is worse.

When they surveyed the 
British press and beard broad- 
casts, it is not surprising that the 
Libyan government judged that 
their citizens would not get a fair 
trial in a country with whom thQr 
had no extradition treaty. 

Indeed, if the boot had been on 
the otho* foot and it was proposed 
that two Scots whom we believed to 
be iimocent were to be sent to 
Libya, 1 doubt if any British gov- 
emm^ would have ^ven tbe go- 
ahead and allowed our nationals to 
be treated in such a way 
Another unique feature was the 
sheer susUuned deterrninatioD of a 
truly remarkable group of relatives 
of the victims, strengthened by the 
fact that they were not asking for 
mon^. There was Pamela Dix, the 
secretary who lost her Imrtber and

servant that she is. There was 


Martin Cadman, who lost bis son 
Bill with a remarisable musical fu- 
ture m froiit of him, who would stand 
up to any Minister of the Crown in 
argument There was the Reverend 
John Mosey and his German wife. 
^0 lost their dau^ter Helga and 
were determined that the truth of 
what may or may not have hap- 
pened at the Rhein/Main Airport 
should be Imown. even if it meant 
devoting their lives to the cause of 
truth. And along with many others, 
there was the truly remarkable Dr 
Jim Swire, whom I learnt at an eariy 
stage bad been in the Eton house 
of one of my own teadiers. Richard 
Martineau. nhich told me that he 
was likely to be able to handle the 
details (rf tiie vriiole saga, to the 
greatest eSect 

The great pify is that the Crown 
(^ce. suppc»ted by George Robert- 
son whai Labour was in opposition, 
(fid not agree to tbe amendment to 
the Criminal Justice (Scotland) Bill 
allowing a trial in a third country, 
which was put forward by Alan 
Stewart in 1995. Had that initiative 
been accepted, I believe that Robert 
Black, Professor of Scottish Law in 
tire UniverrifyofEdmbur^ and fa- 
ther of the idea of a trial in a third 
country, would have progressed 
four long years ago. 


The resistance came from the 
Crown Office, partly because of 
amour propre on behalf of Scottish 
' law, and partly (so it was and still 
is widely suspected) because they 
did not have the evidence against 
the Libyan suspects they claimed 
to have had 

On account of the Contempt of 
Court Act, I must be careful about 
discussing the case itself. But it is 
legitimate to point out that the 
Crown Office was urged from the 
beginning to make contact with 
the LD]yan lawyers at Zurich or else- 
where at least to discuss the mat- 
tec Their failure to do so led to one 
of tbe great problems of Lodterbie: 
how could 3ny progress be made 
vriien. lawyer to lawyer, we were un- 
willing to have conversations with 
a country with whom we had no ex- 
tradition treaty. 

The Libyans understandably 
wondered why the We.st should 
have ali^ted on them two years 
after the crime was corrunitted. 
And indeed, it was extraordinaiy' 
that as early as March 1989 Paul 
Channon. then secretary of state for 
trade and industiy and the minis- 
ter responsible. .should have told six 
lobby journalists in the Garrick 
Club that he was confident that ar- 
rests would be made within a mat- 


ter of weeks, if not days. Paul Chan- 
non is neither a liar nor a fantas ist. 
I will always believe that he believed 
that such arrests would be made. 
But where? At tiiat time, Libya was 
not in the frame. The Liiiyans could 
have been forgiven for supposing 
that they had teen picked out as a 
matter of political convenience at a 
time when the VVestcfid not want to 
offend either Syria or Iran at the 
start of the Gulf war against Iraq. 

There was something even more 
e.xtraordlnary When Mrs Thatcher 
published her 800-page autobiogra- 
phy. she (fid not mention Locterbie 
once. What she <fid say, in justifica- 
tion of the 1986 raid on IripoU and 
Bengazi hX bombers based In 
Britain, was that sudh actxxD had pre- 
vented "the mu(± vaunted" Lib\'an 
action against the West from tal^ 
place. IMth her access to inteOigenoe. 
how could she have written that if 
she believed the Libyans were re- 
sponsible for Lockeibie? 

In these circumstances, the trial 
to take place in Holland is also de 
jocto a public inquiry - a public in- 
quiry for w'hich the relatives asked 
C^l Tfarldnson. to which he agreed 
with the proviso that be would have 
to consult lus colleagues. He then 
had to go back to the relatives 
somewhat shamefacedly and tell

ROBERT FISK is a much 
admired journalist, more 
widely versed than most in tbe 
horrors of conflict. His anger 
should always be taken seri- 
ously. But his piece (‘^have 
lost this foolish war") verges 
on the absurd. 

The war in the B alkans fa 
tragic, but it is not foolish. 

It has indeed gone ‘‘horri- 
bly wrong" in one vital respect 
Allied governments fail^ to 
gauge correctly either the in- 
human quality of Milosevic’s 
brutality or the extent to \riiicfa 
be fa the prisoner of his per^ 
sonal and tribal histoiy. This 
hardly makes it wrong to have 
ded(l^ albeit belat^y, that 
he should be sto[^>ed by force. 

The Kosovar Albanians had 
been suffering grotesquely. 
They are now suffering even 
more. But, perverse as the 
immediate consequences may 
have been, the war to end the 
suffering fa veiy far fixun lost 
The international communify 
fa stiffening its commitment 
and increasing its effort. 

Nato fa not a sinister and 
arrogant bureaucracy 
crou^ed in Brussels, churn- 
ing out ^ouHsh horror stories 
or telling lies and concocting 
plans to bomb Chilians. Nato 
is a voluntary alliance con- 
^sting ot and controlled by, 19 
democratic nations. It is the 
only remotely effective in- 
ternational peace-enforcing 
structure: we should pause 
before too eagerly anticipatu^ 
its failure. 

Milosevic is a long w^ 
from winning this war. His 
prospects are dismal In two 
weeks of conflict, tbe extent of 
his military success a gains t 
Nato fa the downing of one hos- 
tile aircraft and the "snatch- 
ing" of three US soldiers. Even 
if he attempts a negotiated 
fudge, it is inconceivable that 
an Albanian Kosovo (surely 
Nato's bottom line> could be 
associated with any Belgrade 
administration involviDgMilo- 
sevia He goes or Kosovo goes; 
either way Milosevic loses.

It fa not an accusation that can be 
levelled at Manguel. Author of a 
coffeus History qfReodinp, he forever 
s^ks to forge a synthesis between 
writer and rrader in ther joint creative 
endeavouc He is clearly with Alice, 
rather than the Red Queen who 
severely informs us that “nobody can 
do two things at once, you know". 

Howevei; in a znod^ worid that as- 
sails all our senses simultaneously. 
MangueTs writing Stands as a cool pool 
of r^ection. He extends to us what he 
feels that he has most profited b^ 
which is a private space in a world that 
has too little of it, and an intense 
relationship that exists between the 
readm* and the writec 

At first sight his interests appear 
as daunting as th^ aie extenrive. The- 
ology, mj^ology, culture, history, 
society; politics, new technolc^ - the 
big themes haunting our century are 
re-viewed throu^ a iit^ury lens. It is 
Manguel’s erudite consumption of 
the literature on these topics that ^ves 
an edge to his own work, and his 
extraordinary ability to make friends 
of books as well as authors. 

This means that his st}de is never 
academic, and rarely polemicaL It is 
rich in anecdotes about his relation- 
ships with an older generation of 
authors from his native Aigentina; and 
his mn« contemporaiy encounters on 
the North American literaiy circuit 
(indiKfing a touriiing analysis of the 
edectic (^thia Ozic^ and a succinct 
demdition of Bret Easton Ellis). T his 
runs alongside an eqi^* personal 
invotvement in the writings of the Old 
Testammt prophets, Christian saints.

and both ancient and modem icons, 
from Ovid to Che Guev-ara. 

Manguei's own hybrid identify as a 
Jewish Latin North American ntio has 
lived, written and taught for long 
periods in Europe informs his reading 
and writing.

As 
co-editor of an anthology of gay writ- 
ing. he has a firm line oq its vocabu- 
lary. including a careful distinction 
between erotica and pornography, 
and a less clear one on some of its his- 
tory. '.$ade was a little old to te a true 
"Son of tlie Revolution”, and was 
regarded by many revolutionaries as 
epitomising the worst aspects of aris- 


tocratic depravify.) Whatis astonish- 
ing in Manguel's exploration of a 
corpus of literature is how he ap- 
proximates it to the body of a beloved 
person; “It can be a revelation and 
exalt us. or it can te pornography and 
immure us." It is an analogy he ex- 
tends to translation, which can reveal 
nr debase the original coinage. The 
word "translator", he points out de- 
rives from the Latin tran^erre mean- 
ing to convey the relics of saints. 

To Manguel. writing in its myriad 
fonns as transiatoc author or critic, 
is a Inking and rev-erential act As a 
reader, an amateur in the original 
sense, and as a professional in his stu- 
dious exposes, he approaches litera- 
ture in the same vein. He concludes 
his essay on GK Chesterton by 
rc\'erling to the essential croUusion 
between writer and reader "words, in 
the end. are all we have to defend our- 
.selves with... the worth of words, like 
that of our mortal .selves, lies in their 
very fallibilify and elegant brittleness 
- all thi.s Chesterton knew and end- 
lessly recorded. WTiether we have 
the courage to agree with him is. 
(rtniousb; anoLiier mattec" Who would 
dare to deny a Chesterton, and so defy 
an Alberto Manguel?

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“BOOKSELLERS ARE all manner of 
men and women: some are driven 
by restless ambition to fortify them' 
selves with warehouses full of stock, 
bnying and selling the rarest and 
most valuable editions. Others tread 
a quieter path, content to be the 
caretakers of books on their un- 
hurried journey from one reader to 
the □exL" So Ben Weinreb began an 
obituaiy he wrote of Justin Clarke- 
Hall. whom he saw as the epitome 
of the second cat^oty: the first is. 
his own self-portrait. 

In one res^t it flatters him: he 
was, first and last, a “runner^, one 
who buys books from one place and 
runs to another vriiere he knows he 
can sell it The warehouses were 
never his, but rented cheap on short 
leases. As he ran, in his m^ Ihne's 
winged chariot (or the bailiffo) was 
never for beUnd. But what books he 
had, and how mamr of (hem! He was 
never afraid to pay a steep price for 
a book whose merits he ^one saw, 
hoping that he could find someone 
to share his view. No libraiy; no ac- 
cumulation of old periocficals. was too 
big to put him (A while his fertile 
mind devised its next restii^ place. 

\iibinreb was bom to immigrant 
parents in HaiifaT in igi 2 ; his moth- 
er died soon after his birth, and his 
father was interned as an enemy, so 
his early years were spent in the 
Princess Christian *&aining Col- 
lege for Nurses at i^thingtoa Man- 
chester. His father married again in 
1917, and in 1926 the family moved 
south to Coulsdon. Weinreb went to 
Wbit^ft's School at Crqydon; he 
was no scholar, and his formal 
educatioji stc^jped when he left. 

His first job, at 25 shilliogs a week, 
was as assistant in the theology 
d^)artment in fbyle's Bookshop, 
Chsuing Cross Road, to Dr Duncan, 
whose reverence for scripture in any 
form was such that be could not bear 
to consign any booh (hat came his 
way to the regularly stoked inferno 
in tiie basement that was Foyle's 
brisk way of dealing with the un- 
saleabla DrDuncao’s tottering piles 
were an awful warning, but also an 
irresistible temptation. But, in the 
event, other temptations lured him 
away. It was then that he began to 
run: he bought a presentation copy 
of Max Beetbohffl’s Herbert Beer- 
bdhm Tree for sixpence and sold it 
to Bain’s for five shillings. 

Boohs were not bis first metier, 
rathec the stage. He tried his hand 
at theatre interviews for The Era, 
and wrote for it the first ever piece 
about the photographer Angus 
McBean. He joined a local reperto- 
ry company at Watford as assistant 
stage-carpenter and smaU-part 
actoi; at £2 lOs a week; he asfred for 
more and, '*as neither my catpentiy 
nor my acting were up to profes- 
sional standaj^”, he was sacked. 
Ihe Green Line bus took him iqi to 
London in the ^nii^ (tf 1935 with 
hope, five shilling s in his pocket, 


but nothing else with uiiich to foce 
the future. 

He found his way to Parton 
Stre^ where David Archer kept a 
small bookshop dedicated to poetiy 
. and left-wing politics. The yw be- 
fore, Archer had earned himself 
not money, for he was quite im- 
provident, butap^manentnidie in 
fame by publishing Dylan Tomas's 
26 Poems. His partners were wary 
of further extravagance, and when 
W^nreb appeared at the door he was 
lured at £1 a week to mind the till and 
the shop, with the use of the attic 
bedroom, occasionally shared with 
Thomas. “My memory is under- 
standably coitiused,” wrote Wrinreb, 
“but I recall us sometimes un- 
steadily cliinbing the rickety stairs 
together and otl^ occasions when 
the still of the earfy hours would be 
shattered by loud knocks upon the 
street door accompanied by Dylan's

de^throated bellow and I would get 
up and throw him tiie key.” 

Fhii^ Poole, stiD tile dqyen of pen- 
sellers, occuped the first floor; and 
the basement held Stanley Broths 
who distributed Esmond RomiQy's 
journal of public-school r^iellion, 
Outcf Bounds. He had been an ear- 
lier tenant of the attic, and Weinreb 
arfmir^ him greatfy, then and la ter , 

David Archer’s bookshop was 
not isolated in its politics. Next door 
was Lawrence and Wishart, the 
Communist publishers and book- 
sellers. Across the road was Meg's 
cafd, where the students firom the 
Central School gathered, with 
Charles Madge, Geoffrey Grigson, 
Joba C o r nf ord (to be killed next year 
in the Spanish dvU Rbr). George 
Barker and Dairid Gascoyne- Abore 
the cafe Roger Rou^ton Uved and 
published Contemporary Poetry 
ond f^ose, to vfoidi Picasso and Dali 
contrfouteri as wdl as Gascoyne and 
Dylan Thomas. 

In July 1935, to celebrate the Sil- 
verJubileeofi'fingGeoigeV.Wein- 
teb filled the wixidow of the shop with 
tins of “Golden Hvunbugs” and anti- 
royalist pamphlets. Nest year; the 
money ran out and he b^an to drift 


away, returning from time to time 
vriien Winme Barham took over the 
sh(^ and opened a cheap ionch 
cafe in the basement This lifted tin 
tire Second Wbrid War when the shop 
closed and he helped her pack up 
the last copies of 16 Poems to be 
passed to Bertram Rota, to be paid 
for when sold. 

Dy time bad married 

Kay Lazarus, the textile designer, 
and they moved to a flat in Hamp- 
stead. Then came the war. He 
was not cut out to be a soldiec and 
remained throughout a lance- 
corporal in the Education Corps, 
though some time was spent con- 
genially helping Carol Heed make 
war documentaries. His wife moved 
to the south coast and they rented 
a cottage in Feipham, opposite 
William Blake's. 

After the war, he started his own 
business, Dtpsas, caning books to 
and firo on a huge delivery bicycle. 
In 1952, they had to return to Lon- 
doa and Wrinreb betook himself full- 
time to ‘Tunning”, no longer from 
bookseller to bookseller, but to pri- 
vate cummers, ofvriticfa he had bow 
built up a dientele. Collectors like 
Geofir^ Keynes (Blate came in use- 
ful here) ai^iredated his nose for 
^£ng exactly what tiiey needed 
and the energy with which he 
pursued it sharing their delight in 
treasures found. 

But more and more he came to 
spedalise in books on ardiitecture. 
an enthusiasm that grew with and 
out of his love of London (he had 
been early fired by Steen Eiler Ras- 
mussen's paean to the dtyt. It was 
an eldeify builder in Islington who 
told him that everything a builder 
needed to know was in Vitruvius that 
set him to work collecting editions 
of the great classical treatise, and 
with them his first stock. John and 
Efleen Harris were early helpers, 
and Paul Breman, then at EP (Gold- 
schmidt soon to become his partner; 
healed with the cataloguing. 

He acquired a small store-room 
at 72 New Ox^ Street and his first 
regular customec John Betjeman, 
who would call every Wednesday 
after delivering his rc^gular article to 
Time and Tide round the cornec The 
books that he bou^t were doubly 
paid for; accompanied as they were 
by the liveliest lectures on what th^ 
were about 

In I960 Wbinreb, now living at 60 
Great Russell Street opposite the 
Btkish Museum, was able to acquire 
his first proper shop, the old premis- 
es of Stevens, Son and Stiles at 39 
Great Russell Street vacant since 
the vriiole area had been bought up 
by the Government in anticipation 
of the expected southward addition 
of the museum. He took the lease, 
with an uncertain future, at a mere 
£500 a year, and in the same year 
issued the first of 60 catalogues, 
which have become reference books 
in their own ri^L

There, in addition to the ground- 
floor shop, was a piano nobUe where 
he could display his handsomest 
folios (an inseparable delight and in- 
convenience of dealing in architec- 
ture books). In 1966 he put on an 
exhibition to celebrate the publica- 
tion of John Sununerson's Jni^o 
Jones. In the attic was a workshop 
where Ted Gray worked when not 
teaching at Rada, furbishing and 
turning out quite respectable-looldng 
bindings: die Times f\irnlshing 
Company would biQ' anything that 
look^ Ute that to fill the period cases 
that they sold in New Oxfrxd Street. 

Weinreb was an incorrigible 
buyer of bulk himself - witness the 


thousands of old boys' magazines 
that he bought from George Jeffery 
in the fVringdon Road, all on the 
point of disintegrating, and finally 
managed to sell; the English, at 
Richard Hoggart's suggestion, to 
Reading Univensify. the American 
to the University of California at 
Los Angeles. 

In 1968. Weinreb himself was the 
subject of an even bigger bulk pur- 
chase. The University of Thxas of- 
fered, through an intermediaiy. to 
buy his whole stock. Unbelievably; 
the deal was done. There was no cat- 
alogue, but a price was agreed, and 
gradualfy the whole building was 
emptied It was as it Paul Breman 


graphically put it, a tap bad been 
op^ed at the bottom, fri 1970. when 
1 went to Austin, the books were 
still in th^ cases, waiting to be 
opened Th^ have since become 
one of the main strengths of that 
remaikable librap'- 
After that, Weinreb had no real 
need to work. The great challenge 
of his dd age was presented by Ftayl- 
iis Lambert whose Canadian Cen- 
tre for Architecture in Montreal 
and the formation of its library 
became his prindpal occupation; 
was espedalfy proud of this con- 
nection. Apart from that be divert- 
ed himselh occasioaalfy mean in 
small matters, he was absurdly 


erous in large ones, and mi^ of ids 
time was spent taelpingfciei^ or 
anyone vbo shared his nthusi' 
asms. Be moved his bosiness to the 
other side of Great Russell Street, 
and briefly opened another sb^, 
filing prints in'partziershhi'witii 
Rob Douwma. 

He was always on the lookout to 
b f»ip the yonng, and the number of 
ibe “sons of (and dau^ters) 
who got tiimr first jobs from him is 
te ginn Julia Elton and Hu^ 
are two who graduated from his 
employment to start their own 
businesses. Ferfaa^ his hapfuest 
partoosh^ was witii Chrisfrqdier 
Bibb^ with whom he oompfled The 
London Eneq/efopoeifo 0983), an al- 
phabetical companion to the histo-

pendent on others (a alw^ .

thewori^havebeenhisbenefida- 
ries.

ELISABETH BENJAMIN was a re- 
markably able member of the first 
generation of women architects 
who were educated in schools of 
ardiitecture in the I920s and 1930s, 
produced a small number of well- 
received buiidings, and partiefyated 
in the develc^ment of avant-garde 
architecture in Britain in both 
theory and practice. 

Access to ardutectural education 
was a prime factor in securizig 
womof s entzy into the architectural 
pn^ssion which had previousfy 
been blocked by institutional resis- 
tance and a series of assumptions 
and objections which ranged £rom 
perceived mental and physical in- 
capacities to much-anticipated 
difficulties - such as mounting 
scaffolding and dealing with clients 
- that women would experience if 
they were ever sod^ sazicticaed to 
become ardutects in the first place. 

like maqy contemporaries, Ben- 
jamin deflated in opening an office, 
joining the Royal Institute of BrUish 
Ardiitecture (RIBA), entering arch- 
itectural competitiozis. and becom- 
. ing, as she put it, “a designer of my 
time and for zny time”. Nevertheless, 
there was a different trajectozy to 
women’s careers in architecture 
during herwcBking lifetime, as indeed 
there often is today peziod of 
Beojazziiifs most active anfeitectural 
pro^ction was intensely creative 
but brie^ truncated b 7 fomfly re- 
sponsilulities and the Second World 
War, and her later work, althou^ 
socially usefoL was occasionaL ofiw 
produced on a voluntary basis, 
and less central to architectural 
develf^ments which conventional 
historians normally value. 

Born in London in 1908 to a 
liberal-minded Jewish femify Elis- 
abeth Benjamin was encouraged in 
her precociousfy earfy interest in ar- 
chitecture by her motiier, Elisabeth 
Aba^ a univaxify'graduate and suf- 
fragette, and by her fethez; Alfred 
Benjamin, an entrepreneurial busi- 
nessman. collector and designer of 
pottery Intrigued by tbe houses she 
lived in and visited, she could “never 
remember the time when [she] 



wasn't interested in architecture", 
and “was more interested in build- 
up bricks than playing with dolls”. 

“Betfy” Beztiamin attended St 
bill’s Scfiiool in Hammersmith, but 
was actively discouraged from pur- 
suing architecture by the academi- 
calfy zninded IG01 Mistress. Her kwe 
of tbe visual arts was galvanised by 
a six-month visit to Paris, initially a 
routine trip to stay mth cousins and 
learn Fren^ CRiing to lectures, 
galleries and museums, she 
“learned how to look” and “walked 
all over the place”, finding Paris 
'<blindingfy b^utifril”. 

In 1927, aftera stint atari school 
in St Joto’s Wood, she entered 
“the diiefmstitution for training” (as 
Brittain called it), the Archi- 
tectural Association (AA) in Bedford 
Square. It was her defining archz- 
tecbiral ezqterience. She adznired 
Mazy Crortey and was dose to 
Pamela Jackson, both in her year, 
and she imbibed the ‘^advanced" 
continental aesthetics and social 
concerns of modernism along with 
the standard Beaux-Arts course. 

As she rividfy recalled 60 years 
later, some AA students were mak- 
ing modernism while learning from 
ib “I was espedalfy izifluenoed by the 
work of the Gater) Tecton Group 
[particularly her dose friend and

collaborator, Godfrey Samuel]. We 
did a lot of taUdng. We were all rery 
mflueaced and exdted by Le Cor- 
busier and Gropius. We were exdt- 
ed ^ 1^5 une archilecture (b>' 
Corisusier. published in English 
in 1927J." 

Perhaps surprisingly for a bud- 
ding modernist, Benjamin spent 
some months in the office of Sir 
Edwin Lutyens as a student assis- 
tant. Impressed by Lufyens's 
“unswervizzg insistezire on qualify 
and consistent”, she detailed 
moukfings and wor^ on the ded^i 
of the font for the aypt of Liverpool 
Cathedra] - one of 30 staff vfiio 
turned Lutyens’s HtUe scrap of 
drawing on a little bit of tracing 
paper into a design”. 

Betijamin was aware of political 
ev'ents in Germany and became in- 
volved from 1932 with Godfrey 
Samuel and others in the rescue of 
aschool of German Jewish diildreD 
to the safefy of En^and to (he New 
Herrlingen School in Kent, which 
was built under Samuel’s supervi- 
siozL In feet, her first bunding was 
a simple wooden sanatorium for the 
sdiod designed witii Samuel. 

She was an early member of the 
Modem Ardiitecture Research 
(rTOUp (Mars), a rare female In tbe 
centz^ organisation of architecture 


ai modernism in Britain. Committed 
to slum dearance. Mi^-rire build- 
ing and leftist politics, she con- 
tributed to the Mars Group's section 
of the New Homes for Old exhibition 
at Ohmpia in 1934. 

Between 1932 and 1937. from her 
office first at home and then at 42 
South Molton Street (shared with 
the interior decorator Enid Albu). 
Benjaimn designed three modem 
bouses - or more exactly two bous- 
es and additiozui and alterations 
to an eartier house - of striking co- 
herence and freshness for which she 
is best-known. In Highgate. No 1 
Fitzroy F^rk was r^uiU for Dr 
JEditfa Summerskill as a vehide for 
self-presentation and Labour Party 
politics. Summerskill could make her 
entrance down Beiyamm's stair- 
way to the waiting guests assembled 
in the sitting room, while tbe dinner 
table, architect-desired of course, 
was the site of “great dinner parties” 
for Labour Parfy grandees, 
such as George Bernard Shaw. 

Although it is her most wid^ il- 
lustrated work. Beruamin professed 
no 9 'eat love the International 
Style bouse in Wimbledon (now de- 
molished) whose white stuccoed 
brickwork she considered “a fudge". 
Designed with the emigre architect 
Eugen C. ^feufinano, it was never- 
theless a bold but comfortable 
house, carefolfy planned with dou- 
ble glass walfe. which wrapped 
around the garden-feeing lounge, 
and could be completely open at 
their centre. 

The St George and Dragon House 
(or East ^ } at Gerrards Cross was 
Benjamin's opus, which 

she generously jointly credited to 
Godfi^ Samu^ Illustrated ER5. 
Yorke in The Modem House in 
Enpfazztd (1937) as an exemplar of the 
contemporaiy response to concrete, 
the cubic white house with curvi- 
linear “wings" was strong concep- 
tually using contrasting forms aiid 
materials to produce a unified but 
free plan and elevation, all Benjamin 
hallznarks. She said of ik 
To us. Ibe ccotral underbiog Lbeme n’as 
of St George and the Dragon . . .The 



dragon being Uie sinuous brkJi wall lof 

oppoang stakrase and dining-rooinb^ 

CDoyl. always bid bare and construct- 
ed of blue sewer brides, and St George 
^the rigid concrete structure bestr^ 
ing it ... it was one of the earliest exam- 
ples of reinforced concrete domestic 
structure and was innovatory in that we 
used cork to fine (he inner shattering 
and left it in situ as insubtion, which 
proved effective. 

In 1937, Benjamin married 
Gunter Nagelschmidt a mineralo- 
gist. and left architectural practice 
to have a femify. Her intention to 
return to architecture after moth- 
eriiood was overtaken by events. 
The birth of two daughters, the war 
and a move en JamiUe to Cornwall 
and then Derbyshire took her Car 
from the centre of architectural 
culture in London. 

As for many architects of her gen- 
eration, Indudjng her great friend 
Godfrey Samuel restarting practice 


in London after the long break of the 

war was not possible. In the post-war 

period, she continued to wotkas an 
ardiitect for St AustelTs Brewery lal- 
though shortages restricted her to 

design and decoration), did small do- 
mestic jobs for fexBify and friends, 
and later acted as consultant for 
the Catholic Housing Association 
and advised St Albans Council on 
disabled access. 

Betfy Bezijamin lived the last 
years of her life in Hampstead, 
where she was “rediscovered” by 
younger historians, architects and 
film-makers who (»me to talk about 
her work but usually ended up work- 
ing with her on tfa^ own projects. 
Her work was exhibited alongside 
other architects in exhibitions at the 
BIBA and recorded and illustrated 
in the Journal qf the Twentieth 
Century Soaety^wOU as Feminist 
Art News, but she pr«foabfy receh’ed 


the most satisfaction from the list- 
uig of the St George and Dragon 
House by English Heritage. 

Ji^ before her death, g h e the 

architect George Young worked for 
some months on a competition de- 
sign for the Music and Art Centre, 
an extension to Alvar Aalto’s mu- 
seum at Jyvaslfyia in Finland. She 
was again in her element, gener- 
ously sharing her idea;;, resohitefy 
pursuing innovative and powerful 

Ideas about fonn, qzace and fonctiw. 

true to what she identified as 
her ideals of desigzi* simpliczfy 
good proportion and a pe^cefiil 
background to people’s lives”.

WILLIAM PLEETH was one of the last 
of the great teachers whose own roots 
qjrung from the grand traditions of 
(»ntui 7 cello-playing. Throu^out his 
career he was one of the most beloved 
and sought-after cello teachers in the 
worid, and in his la^years his pupils 

would travel any distance to have 
lessons or attend master dasses. In 
bis ea^ dciys he also etd^yed an in- 
ternatic^ reputation as Mloist and 
chamber musician extraordmaire. 

Pleeth was bom in 1916 in London 
into a Polish ermgre family from Wa^ 
saw. several generatiems <rf vdiich had 
been professional musicians. At tile age 
of seven he heard the ceOo b^igpl^yed 
by a cs^ musician who proceeded to 
^ him some lessons. After a short 
time his obvious talent made it dear he 

should have smne serious tuition and he 
attended the London Academy, and at 
10 entered the London Ceflo SdKX)l as 
a pupil of Herbert Walenn. 

V^en he was 13 Heeth won a schol- 
arship to ^ to Leipzig to study with the 
gi^ Julius Klen^ at the Conserva- 
toire, the youngest person ever to be ad- 
mitted. Undaunted, he managed to ke^ 
up with the older students and in two 
years had learnt all the Bach Sdo Suites, 
an the Piatti Caprices and 32 concer- 
tos, 24 of which he knew from memory. 

Heeth remained grateful to Klengel 
his entire life. He tdd me: 

He was a vwderfiil teacher because he 
allowed you to be yourself. He bated it if 
suneone copied him. He wanted us to deid- 
op our own musicaliiy - and we did, and 
we’re aD difierent after alL Emanuel Fbuer- 
mann and (k^r ^atigorsl^ woe bo& 
Klengel pupils and they were totally diffiep- 
entinth^sljteofpbcnng. Klengel biznsdf 
was a very simpl^ uns^>^ticated »rian 
whose integrity was unquestionable. He was 
always honest and 1 loved him for it 

Pleeth was 15 when be perfonned the 
Dvordk Ctmeerto at his concert at 

the Conservatoire and shortly after 
made his debut at the Gewandhaus ply- 
ing the Haydn D mq'or concerto. Ihe 
Goman press were enthusiastic and 
predicted a bri^t frzture; but cm his re- 
turn to London music was at a low ebb 
and foreign musidans were much pre- 
ferred - with the result that many 
British artists added a ‘^riteb” or a 
to thdr names. Fleeth, whose family had 
tflifen British citizenship and an^- 
dsed (heir name, refused to revert to 
the Pdish form to satisfy vriiat he called 
inverted snobbery. 

Vilhen he was 17 Pleeth gave some 
broadcasts frtfm the BBC and a d6bnt 
recital at the old Aeofian Ball in Bond 
|3freet ufoich broi^t Hhn his first im- 
'pwtant ordiestral engagement playing 
the Dvorak Concerto with the City of 
Bir min^am Orchestra under L^e 
Howard, for the magnificent fee of two 
guineas. liVom this point his career 
gained momentum and in 1940 be was 
Rngagpd fimr his first soIq tgoadcast play- 

ing the Schumann Concerto with the 
BBC ^mpbony Orchestra under 
Adrian Boult

ed by five years of anny service, but this 
also had its compensations. Also serv- 
ing in the same r^znent was the com- 
poser Edmund Rubbra and they 
became lifelong friends. Rubbra dedi- 
cated his Sonata for Cello and Piano to 
Beetti and his wife, the|Hanist Margaret 
Good, \riiom he married in 1942. Rub- 
bra's SoZsZoguj/ jbr CeOo was also writ- 
ten for him. Otoer composers who later 
wrote for him included Franz Reizen- 
stein, Gordon Jacob. Mafyas Seiber 
and Rftf^amm FrankeL 
After the war Plee&'s solo career and 
his recitals with Matgaret Good readied 
international status. He had been a 
member of the Bledi String Quartet 
from 1936 to 1941 and in the eaify Fifties 
he formed the ori^nal AUegri String 
Quartet with EHi Goren and James Bar- 
ton, violins, and Patrick Ireland on 
viola. He finally dedded that, for him. 
chamber music was the most satisfying 
form of music^naking. He told me: 

Chamber music has always been a passion 
witfa me, and I r^urn to it more and more. 

jg tfw* c on ce rt Hwptf an pyyiting pivp^ 

rienoemitittstibe safisCadion of working out 
a piece of music vrith three other human 
bdngs for whom you have afieetkuL IQ many 
ways, a sob tmreer te. for me;, unsati^nng.

He and his wife continued to give 
recitals for over 40 years and Pleeth 
would also join the Amadeus and other 
well-known quartets for the Schubert 
Quintet inC 54. But when he retired 

from the concert platform, teaching oc- 
cupied most of his time right up to 
his death, and he put into practice with 
his own students uiiat he had learnt 
firom Klengel so long before. 1 once 
asirftH him about his methods and he 
looked aghast: 

Methods! Vbu can't have methods when 
you’re dealing with human beings nfro are 
all different You have to toeot them all dif- 
ferentfy If you have methods you encourage 
ci^iying and I doif t believe that a teacher 
should allow his piq>ils to anything. It 
was the greatest quality in Klengel, which 
is almost a negative thing. He had no gin> 
raicks, I bad my last lesson with him when 
I was 16 and Fve never bad a lesson since, 
rve had to grow out of myselC and I'm eter 
nally grateful that Tm not a copy of axiyhody 

Pleeth was a professor at the Guild- 
ball Sdiool of Music and Drama from 
1948 to 1978 and a visiting teacher at 
the Menuhin School from 1977. Of 
his many British pupQs. two outstand- 
ing examples are his son. Anthony - 
who has adiieved considerable success

in the baroque field - and the unfor- 
gettable Jacqueline du Pre who de- 
scribed him as “a wonderful teacher 
who knew exactly how to guide one 
or correct a mistake with kindness 
and understanding". 

On Pleeth's 80th birthday in 1996, the 
long-term affection of his friends and stu- 
dents was much in evidence at a cele- 
bration concert in a packed Wigmore 
HalL The Brmdiri Stri^ Quartet 'frevor 
Pinnock- on this occasion deserting the 
harpsichord for the piano - and Antho- 
ny Pleeth all gave superb performances 
in a programme of music by Haydn, 
Mozart and Schubert. All proceeds 
were donated to the Jacqueline du Pre 
Multiple Sclerosis Research Flmd. 

William Pleeth was an exuberant 
warm and generous human being, ex- 
tremely well-read and one of the most 
articulate people I have ever met He 
couM talk on almost any siibiect bm 
also a good Ustener who made one feel 
one had his undivided attention. He was 
appointed 0£E in 1989.

Work ‘the grand 
recipe for felicity’ 


IN OaiTid C(3ppe;:field Charles 
Di(±ens makes Uriah Heep 
complain that \riien he was 
at sdiool he was tau^t 

from nine o'clock to eleven, that 
labour was a curse; and ffvnn 
eleven o'cloA to one that it was 
a blessing and a dteerfulness 
and I don't know wfrat aU, eh. 

The same ambivalence runs 
throu^ most writing about 
work. Since the be ginning of 
time, people have had diffi- 
culty in deciding whether or 
not work is something they 
would prefer to do without 

On the one hand labour 
has been represented as the 
painful consequence of tiie 
FaO of Man, a punishment for 
sin and at b^t a means of 
spiritual mortification. From 
the building of the Pyramids 
to the gulags of Solzhenitsyn, 
the tri^ terrible conditions 
in which millions of slaves 
and labourers have been 
forced to woik add justifica- 
tion to this pessimistic view. 

Outside Europe the inhab- 
itants of undeveloped coun- 
tzies sui^osecDy spent much 
of their time avoiding woik. 
When the founder of Method- 
ism, John Wesl^ went to Am- 
erica in the I8th century, he 

saw a large number of reason- 
able creatures called Indians, 
sitting in a row on the side of the 
river, looking sometimes at one 
anotbec sometimes at the sty 
and soDietimes at the bubbles on 
the w^er. And so tboy sat ... for 
a great part of the year from 
morning to night 


Nearer home the aristocracy 
virtually defined themselves 
as those who did not need 
to woik for a livii^ Many 
modem wage-earners speak 
of their woiic as something 
they would give up tomorrow 
if they could afib^ it As one 
wit put it, “Work is what you 
do so that some time you 
won't hai'e to do it any more." 

Yet even before the Phil of 
Man, Adam and Elve were 
supposed to have woiked in 
the Garden of Eden. Ihey did 
so, wrote the Elizabethan 
poet Joshua ^Ivestec “more 
for the delight than for the 
^in". For, provided it was not 
too strenuous, work could 
land can) offer many com- 
pensations. It took the mind 
off other worries. “Up, and at 
the office all moming,'' wrote 
Samud Pepys in 1668, "and so 
to it again after dinner 
and there buty late, dioosing 
to imploy myself rather 
than ^ home to trouble with 
my wtfe." 

Idleness, by contrast 
meant boredom and malaise. 
Robert Burton, the anatomist 
of melandiofy thought that 
thou^ the Jacobean nobili- 
ty of his day had eveiything 
in abundance, they suffered 
endless “cares, false tears, 
discontents anci suspicions’' 
because thty' had nothing to 
do. Thomas Love Peacnck 
portrayed the life of the 
young man about town in 
the eaity i9th centuiy: 


From teu to eleven, ate a 
breakfast for seven, 

From eleven to aoon. to begin 
twas too soon. 

From twelve to one, asked 
“What*s to be done?" 

From one to two, found nothing 
to do: 

From two to three began to 
foresee 

That frim three to four would 
be a damned bore. 

By the later l8th century. 
Dr Samuel Johnson's view 
that “every man is or hopes 
to be an idler” had been over- 
taken by David Hume's in- 
sight that activity is a vital 
psychological need. For 
Thomas Jefferson, writing to 
his daughterin 1787, “a mind 
always emplqyed is alwEys 
happy. This is the true secret 
the grand recipe for felicity. 
The idle only are wretched." 

Tbday work can offer many 
satisfactions; not just the 
pleasures at absorption and 
achievement, but foe soda- 
lity and petty dr amas at foe 
workshop and foe office. As 
people say in their little re- 
tirement speeches. "I won’t 
miss the w(^ but I shaD miss 
foe people." Th^ also need 
foe structure vriiicb work 
gives to foeir lives. As foe 
Oxford don remarked, when 
asked h(w he was ergoying re- 
tiremenb *Tt's not too bad but 
I rather miss the vacations."

The laws of upward

WASHINGTON - I have just 
been to London and back. I 
fiew there by Concorde and re- 
turned in foe First Class com- 
partznent of a British Airways 
jumbo jet. 1 expect practically 
fill] readers of The Indepen- 
dent cross foe Atlantic regu- 
larly by Concorde, but in case 
there is still among you some 
unfortunate who does not have 
foe disposable income to pay 
$3,210 (£1,700) to go to Ameri- 
ca and another $3,210 to go 
home again, let roe comfort the 
miserable creature by saying 
that you have not been missing 
all that much. 

Life for foe Concorde trav- 
eller is actually more glam- 
orous on foe ground than in 
the air. where conditions are a 
little too cramped to conv^' a 
sense of enormous luxuiy. At 
Kennedv' Airport, New York, 
there is an agreeable waiting 
room containing supplies of 
fre.«h orange juice, coffee and 
copies of The Independent. It 
would be pleasant to linger 
there, but instead one is (folig- 
ed to clamber into this long thin 
tube and be hurtled across foe 
ocean at twice the speed of 
sound while foe stew^uds and 
stewardesses do their best 
under these trying circum- 
stances to make one feel pam- 
pered. It is fortunate for them 
that the flight lasts only a little 
over three hours, for they man- 
age to keep smiling without a 
break for the entire journe>'. 
The strain must be terrible. 

The main point of Concorde 
is. of course, that it travels so 
fast and gets you to your des- 
tination with breathtaking 
speed But >'ou also meet a veiy 
superior kind of passenger. My 
neighbour was a Canadian with 
an Oxford accent living in Con- 
necticut and on his way to 
clinch a deal in Peking.

To travel First Class from 
Ejondon to Washington costs 
about $2,500, considerably less 
than ty Concorde, but it has 
certain advantages. You have a 
much larger and more com- 
fortable seat and are given an 
extremely good lunch. My 
nei^bour on this fli^it was 
probably even gander than 
Concorde man. He was more 
expensively dressed, wore 
more jewelleiy and sent back 
foe toast because it was so ^ . 
His reading consisted of the 
journal of the Rcyal Horticul- 
tural Society and a book called 
Stick OTid Rudder about how to 
ty aeroplanes. But I can teD you 
no more about him because we 
didn't exchange a word during 
our entire seven and a half 
hours in the dr. (Not quite true. 
Noting bis interest in horticul- 


ture. I asked him if he could 
identify the leaf on the smoked 
salmon. ‘Dand^on," he rallied. I 

At this point, you may be 
wondering what I have been 
doing travelling in such an ex- 
travagant way. The fact is that 
I had no choice in the matter. 1 
had two business class tickets 
wifo reserved seats. But the 
New York-London flight was 
cancelled, so British Airways 
put me on Concorde; and on the 
London-Washington fli^t, foe 
Club Class compartment was 
overbooked, so they put me in 
First It seems that British Air^ 
ways encourages upward mo- 
bility of this sort. When I was 
bumped up from Oub to First 
1 met a Firet Class passenger 
in our VIP lounge vriio bad been 
bumped up to Concorde to 
make room for me. It is fortu- 
nate that Concorde is hardly 
ever folly booked, for where can 
one go from there except down? 

The only problem uifo foe 
British Airways upward mobil- 
ity system is that it appears to 
operate according to modern 
Thatcherite principles. It re- 
wards the “haves" but not the 
“have-nots". If I bad not been 
holding a Club Class ticket but 
had been a simple Economy 
Class passenger. I would never 
have been allowed to fly on Con- 
corde, even though my flight 
had been cancelled. Instead. I 
would most likely have been 
stranded in New York for many 
hours waiting for another ordi- 
nary fli^t to leave for London. 

So, if you want to rub shoul- 
ders wifo Omar Sharif (as I did 
at London Airport on lUesday). 
if you want to send back your 
toast to a smiling and uncom- 
plaining steward, spend foe 
extra, buy a buriness class tick- 
et and anything might happen.

Nowadays, parents have grown 
wary about who they invite into 
their homes. A spotlight has been 
shone on to the nanztying profession 
by fee recent trials of Louise Wbod- 
ward and Louise Sullivan. And the 
profession has been found wanting. 

Everyone has at least one horror 
story to tell of fee monster they in- 
rited into their home. And now the 
Government has finally re^nded 
by issuing a set of giddriines aimed 
at helping parents to choose a nanny 
or carer. The advice booUet, Need 
3 Nanny, seems at first si^t to con- 
sist of simple common sense, but 
many mothers welcome it 

Jane Osborn, who spent three 
montiis seardiing fix' a naniy for her 
daughter, Elizabeth, says any help 
at all is valu^e, however basic. "I 
had no idea bow to interview and I 
was gobsmacked ^en one nanny 
mined me down. 1 feou^t I was of- 
fering her a lovely job looking after 
ny kwely baby. .. I realised thra 
I had to do a mudi better job of seD- 
ing myself and the femily whidi 
:ame as a great surprise to me." 

The booklet contains informa- 
tion on interview teclmiques, what 


to look for in a potential empkyee 
and the imported of listening to 
your child’s reaction to the stranger 
It also emphasises the cardinal 
rule: che^ every reference. 

Clare Jackson spent nine months 
looking for a nanqy; “My friends 
recommended various agencies, 
but I didn't think any of them were 
good enough. They didn’t seem to 
put in very good checks on the giris 
which 1 found ve^ worrying. 

“The prospective nannies would 
tuni iqi sloppily dressed and wife no 
interest in vriiat the children lited to 
eat or wfaatactivities they could do 
wife them vriiich mi^t be educa- 
tional It had me in tears and I began 


to think Fd have to ^ve up wotk" 

In the end, Miss Jackson found a 
nanny through a London-based 
agency called Naniues and Home 
Services Ltd, which provides nan- 
nies to fee police federation and re- 
fuses to take on any ^ who has not 
had a police chedk. 

David McGhie, a director of the 
finn, is keen to be reassuring. "We 
are a fimJted cranpanysoaio'one can 
chedr us out" be says. "We do ex- 
tensive interviews with fee parents 
and fee nannies and ask them to go 
to the local police station to be 
screened That gives them a letter 
saying they have been checked. 
Ai^'one who refuses to do that is 


automatically refused a position 
wife us." 

Clare Jackson is cautiously 
welcoming to the guidelines hal 
worries that they would simply help 
nannies to prepare the questions. 

"If they esn read about how they 
are Ukely to be intervtewed and what 
fee parents will be looking hr. then 
they can be prepared and know 
wbat to say just so they get the job." 
she says. 

Ms Osborn, who now runs Eliza- 
beth Henry, a nanny agency near 
Sevenoaks in Kent, said she would 
have been glad of fee guidelines 
when she was hunting for a nanny 
but suggested that there should be 
a mechanism for nannies to check 
out future emplo^^rs as well.

Whatever you do, do not try 
to move the artwork for your 
fovourite CD into an unbroken 
case. It is tempting. I know, and 
it looks so simple, but you must 
not do it. 1 have tried. Pulling 
the booklet out of the lid is 
simple enough. And you might 
be ^le to lift the inner plas ti c 
casing of the lower box just 
enough to slide out fee baddog 
card. But even if you get that far 
without snapping it, you will 
nevec ever get the card back in. 
Not if you break all your nails. 
Not if you use a long, 
screwdriver-like implement 

You will be left with two CD 
cases in bits, one broken, four 
bits of printed card and two 
homeless discs. And, s i nc e 
many designers seem to think it 
clever to avoid printing fee 
album name on the disc, you’ll 
have to play a selection before 
you find fee one you're looking 
for It’s enough to make you 
nostalgic for cassettes.

It’s only 
Reich ’n’ roll 

but I like it 


DJs have been borrowing bits of Steve Reich for years. 
Now it's officicil: the barriers between ‘serious' music 
and mass culture have come down. By Robert Worby 


T he biggest-selling 
avant-garde artefact 
of all time must be 
the track ‘'Revolu- 
tion 9‘' from the Bea- 
tles' White Album. 
Within weeks of its 
release, hundreds of nuUions of peo- 
ple bad heard it The piece, com- 
posed from fragments of spliced 
audiotape, was the lo^cal outcome 
of the experimental work in pop 
recording studios during the Sixties, 
and it presented to the mass market 
the idea of composing with tape 
recorders, utilising all kinds of 
sounds and not just notes. 

The idea that any sound could be 
used to make music was not new. 
^erre Schaefier did it in Paris in 1948 
and called it 'vnustque concr^'. He 
used wax discs to record eveiyt^ 
sounds, and manipulated them inth 
turntables and a mixer - veiy simi- 
lar to DJs of tod^ 

Tape wasn't readily available until 
later and, vdten it did come aion^ it 
made things a lot easier cut ^lice. 
hack, chop. One second of life be- 
came a lei^ of tape; time and ^>ace 
were hised into a modernist para- 
digm. The American composer John 
Cage commented; “One second, 
which we had always thought was a 
relative^ short ^ace of time, be- 
came 15 indies. It became scnn^hing 
quite long that could be cut up." 

Stockhausen, B^o and just about 
every composer since the Second 
Wirid War had a go at backing tape, 
producing works that were at the so- 
called “classical" end of the musical 
spectrum. Meanvdule. as tiie I960s 
i^lded. groups like the Beatles and 
their producer George Martin were 
also using tape recorders, not just to 
record their songs but to create 
fantastic new sound worlds. Back- 
wards guitar solos and strange aural 
landscapes became tbe norm. 

The two cultures have continued 
in parallel each acknowled^g the 
other's existence, perhaps with a lit- 
tle hostility. The “dasrical" com- 
posers are labelled the pop worid 
as academic. stu% and pretentious 
^riiile the “pop" composers are taken 
seriously by media and cultural 
studies departments but not at all by 
the music d^rartments. Now; more 
than 30 years after “Revolution 9", 
there are indications that the two cul- 
tures might be negotiath^ a mergec 
Sonic Concrete was a recent 
three-day event at London's ICA 
hosted by Sonic Arts Networic, the 
organisation that promotes the cut- 


ting edge of music technology. DJs 
and “dassical” composers rubbed 
shoulders in a dub-lite atmosphere 
reminiscent of a 1960s happening. 
Spring Heel Jack and Scan^r bom- 
barded the room with a nine- 
turntable “history of 20th-cent^ 
muric". simultaneously spinning 
several recordings of Stravinsky. 
Messiaen and other mujor com- 
posers to produce a dense cacoph- 
ony far outwei^iing anything an

orchestra might produce. 

Jonly Harrison, at the controls of 
the Beast multi-speaker sound sys- 
tem. managed to silence the per- 
petual audience chatter with Denis 
Smalls's “Pentes", a seminal 
electro-acoustic work made a quar- 
ter of a century ago. Pieces like this 
are usually poWmed in the bushed 
reverence of the concert hall; here 
the elegant sonic gestures sliced 
through a motionless dancefloor, 
pfi thralling attendant clubbers. 

The ICA event was just a little too 
early for the new Steve Reich album 
related last week. Remixed is a col- 
lection of bis dassac peces rewcuked 
by ‘The inost innovathre reimxers arid 
producers of the Nineties". Reich is 
definitely firrm tiie worid of “dassi- 


cal" contemporary music; he was 
trained to write string quartets and 
symphonies but in the mid-Sixties he, 
too. was maloDg music with tape 
recorders. By running identical tape 
loops simultaneous^ on two tape 
machines he discovered bis famous 
“phasing technique where one end- 
lessly repeating musical figure 
slides ahead of another, producing 
fabulous complexity from relatively 
simple material 

Dissatisfied with the idea of mak- 
ing tape pieces for the rest of his life, 
he transferred his technique to con- 
ventional instruments and became 
one of the founders of minimal 
music. This sound worid has simi- 
larities with some pop dance music 
and. as Ear back as the late Ei^ties, 
DJs were quick to sample snatches 
of Reich's work. He claims to have 
had little to do with this current 
album, insisting that the idea came 
from a group of proactive record 
company executivW. 

could have said ho', but I said 
yes'. And gradually, through people 
in London, New York and Japan, 
tapes began to arrive from DJs. We 
sified throu^ material by comirut- 
tee and picked the best" 

Reich is pleased that his music is 
useful to a new generation and sees 
this as a kitid of poetic justice. He was 
influenced by tire pop music of his 
time - irtiich for him was the jazz of 
John Coltrane ~ and now pop music 
is influence by minirnalisin. 

Apparently, this two-wsor flow be- 
tween popular and serious music 
was oommonplace until just before 
the World War, when along- 
came Arnold Schoenberg, the ring- 
master of atonality - that branch bf 
music that disposed of all thii^ 
recc^nisably melodic. 

Reich says: “When I went to 
mirac schod in tbe Fifties, there was 
a wall between serious music and the 
street a wan that I would tend to say 
had been erected by Schoenberg and 
his followers; a wall fliat did not exist 
prior to that time." 

Reich maintains that his genera- 
tion has tateo down this wall and re- 
stored the possibilities of exchange 
betiiraen the two worlds. Noneth^ 
less, there is no doubt where he is 
comity finm. ‘^Whenever 1 hear that 
a pop musician is writing a rock 
opera or an orchestral piece, I run 
for tbe hois." be says. He maintains 
that musical training and working 
with notes and notation is important. 
So what was he doing composing 
with recorders in 1965 and, more

recently using samplers with every- 
day sounds? 

“lUght now there's a lot of inter- 
est amoug musicdaiis in bringing 
thin^ fiw ’the world .intp their 
music:. But it's also an bid thing: the 
storm in Rossini's waUam TeU: the 
caimon in Tchaikovsfy's 1812 Oifer- 
hire; and even the introduction of the 
^ockenspiel was because com- 
posers wanted to use bells." 

Reich is looking for common- 
place sound that can be transcribed 
into musical notation and played like 
a oorivesitional instrument; urdike the 
"mustque concr^" brigade, he's 
still composii^ with notes rather 
than sound OJs use any sonic ma- 
terial th^ feel is appropriate and 
those involved in the Remix project 
seem very enthusiastic about their 
given source. 

Johnathan More from Coldcut 
said that they had keyed into a com- 
puter every note from the written 
score of Music for Eighteen 
Musicians and then distilled what 
would have been 40 minutes of 
music down to six. adding techno 


percussion and bass in the process. 

It must have been a mammoth 
task, but when asked what remixing 
actually added to the ori^al he 
wasn’t sure, apart from a transfor- 
mation Into a familiar, popular 
dance-fioor sound. 

The Coldcut approach produces 
an arrangement of the music rather 
than a new piece. Other DJs have 
sampled whole chunks and made 
them their own, exactly as The 
Orb did in the late 1980s. turning- 
a section of ''Electric Counterpoint" 
into the hook line of “Little 
Fluffy Clouds". 

Whatever the methodology, the 
outcome for Reich's music seems 
fudged, and this particular merger 
of pop and classical seems unea^ 
it's not really his music, it doesn't 
really sound like his, but his narr»» 
appears on tbe album sleeve. He 
seems to be attracted to tracks that 
maintain something of the ozi^naL

These irregular metres might 
cause some minor (fisooDiftHt on 
. the dancefloor. Despite his fcBiztal 
training. Fteidi's eaity^ecK 
^ like nothing ever heard before: 
they were extreme, even dangerous, 
and on tbe rare occasions that his 
music was played on tbe radio; the 
switchboards were jammed with 
cooq}lamts.Nowhe is studied in uni- 
versity music departments the world 
over. His flirtation vritfa popular 
music hasn’t really produced any- 
thing new or enga^ng; Remixed 
sounds like r^ular pop dance music. 

Reich's work doesn’t need tech- 
no processing because bis music has 
it alreacfy. ^ply shifting it to the 
dancefloor has resulted in notiiing 
that sounds as extramdinaiy and en- 
thralling as “Revolution 9” did to the 
pop world more than 30 years ago.

One thing is certain: life isn’t cheap 


WHEN I was little, my family whiled 
awa>‘ long car journeys with a game 
called “Up in the Attic". You had to 
invent and renzembec for each let- 
ter of the alphabet, strange items 
that might be found there. 

The Franz fanufy’s attic, however, 
contains something considerably 
more exotic than an “armadillo”, 
“kazoo", or the ei'er-present “X-ray 
machine". It contains the life of 'Ndc- 
tor Franz iClh'e Mantle}, twisted into 
bitterness throi^ filial self-sacrifice; 
liie demands of his wife iSusan 


Wooldridge}, lon^ng for him to finally 
fulfil himself after 28 years with the 
NYPD; and a lot of fiirniture to be 
sold to sharp antiques dealer Gre- 
gory Solomon (Bill Wallis>. Oh. and 
being an Arthur Miller play, it con- 
tains a hefty dose of inter-brother 
conflict and the ^ost ofafetherwho 
made a resounding, even over- 
whelm^ impression on their lives. 

The Price is a bleak sermon for 
those turning 50. It explores the 
shaping of lives throu^ one ^ple, 
reiterated thoughL “There's a price

to be paid”. Wherever we are vidien 
we get to 50. be it a successful sur- 
geon like Victor’s brother; Walter 
fMalcolm Tlernqr}. ora simple man 
like Victor nho failed to ful^ his 
promise because of self-sacrifice, it 
is the result oFwbat went before. 

The dedsions we make aiwsys 
mean tiiat something must go by the 


wayside - that is the price that has 
to be paid. It is a simple thought: per- 
haps too simple to sustain a fiiU- 
iength play on its own. 

As a result, this is a play with two 
distinct parts, the first act dominated 
by Solomon, the East-talking, elderly 
Jewish antique dealer, wbom Wallis 
presents as a kosher Richard 
Attenborough. It is a marvellously 
written part, with ample opportunity 
for comedy inter^rsed with sharp 
slivers of pathos, and Wallis ham- 
mers at this Carrara marble script 


like Michelangelo. It is a bravura per- 
formance. to which Mantle acts as 
little more than a feed. 

The second act centres on fra- 
ternal conflict and the painiul ripping 
off of emotional Band-aids. As the 
successful brother, Tierney slides 
mellifluously through the great 
rolling monologues, a gushing brook 
of language Riding from his Ups 
with the smooth, Americanised re- 
finement of Alistair Coote. And then 
Mantle finally comes into his own in 
a bubble of rage whose impact is all 


the greater for its stark contrast with 
his usual “gentle @ant" persona. 

The Price is not Miller's most 
moving or most thought-piiovDkmg 
piece. It makes its point about us 
being the product of the choices we 
have made with a dull grind rather 
than fireworks. But this production 
is a soundly crafted piece which can 
proudly diqrlay a sign saying “Actors 
At Work". It's solid, but not stolid.

But the sheer panache with 
which Downe pe^rms his naff 
act carries you along Anyone 
who can get a whooping round 
of applause each Hma he 
reappears in an increasing 
nasty safari suit clearly has the 
audience onside. 

From the too-wfaite teeth 
down to the too-short trousers, 
Downe certainly has the li^t 
entertaiiunent accoutrements 
to a T For any comic 
performer, tbe devil is in the 
detail. He subtfy rearranges 
his trousers before trying to hit 
the top notes, and he boasts a 
sculpted blond bacnet which he 
scrupulously protects from 
nated flames. 

As played by Australian 
performer Mark ‘frevorrow, 
Downe taps into the current 
vogue for character comedy 
and he’s at his most pUyfiil 
when pointing up the gap 
between act and actor. 

Comi^ on at one point in an 
unbelievably tasteless outfit 
cximprising a stripy 
blue-and-cream golfing j ump er 
.tucked into brushed denim 
jeans, he observes that; “When 
you look good, you feel good 
about yourself So rights, I 
should top myself about now.” 
Downe embodies all those 
late 1990s buzz-words: canq>, 
kitsch, tacky, ckeesy. A self- 
conscious tribute to showbiz 
vacuity, he delivers the perfect 
post-modem show - ironic 
Easy Listenin'. Put another 
way. his whole act is a tale told 
an idiot, full of sound and 
fury, signifying nothing.

THE TROUBLE with lynchpin 
figures like Pearl the recently- 
deceased matriardi in Dilys 
Rose's comic family drama, is 
the vacuum left by their de- 
parture. Relationsbips, needs 
andre^ronsibilities mustall be 
rejigged new configurations 
sought for the individuals 
involved - in this case Pearl's 
husband Hu^ie, and their 
three grown-up daughters. At 
tbe same time, the world car- 
ries on and has to be negotiated 
as normal - work done, shop- 
ping bou^t, children looked 
after - no matter how rawly 
alien life can feel follo^^ing a 
loved one's death. 

An inauspicious starting 
point fbr comedy you might 
think, but one of Ftose's key 
successes, in her first full- 
Ipn^ play (after several short- 


story arxl poetry collections), is 
that it synthesises often bitter 
pathos with pungent life- 
affirming humour, avoiding 
compromise to either. Opening 
on the evening foDowingPeari's 
funeral, with eldest daughter 
Peg urging her sisters to take 
home the left-over sandwiches, 
it immediately establishes food 
as an emotional and symbolic 
central motiL Not for nothing 
does Pearl as outsized in figure 
as she was in personalify. reap- 
pear to her youngest Teenie, in 
the fridge, from where she pe- 
riodically dispenses a mixture 
of practical wisdom and volup- 
tuous paeans to tbe pleasures 
of eating.

the play's more naturalistic

creasingfy fraught efforts to 
teep up everyone else's spirits. 

It might still sound like hack- 
neyed domestic territon'. if it 
weren't for the finelv wrought 


grit and sparkle of Rose’s dia- 
logue - her sure-footed leaps 
from the personal to • the 
political, fiiom to 

sensuality, and her language's 
colloquial vigour The p^y isn’t 
without its problems - some of 
the characters* relationships 
foil to convince, Dot's glacially 
disdainhil demeanour is di& 
tinctly overdone, the ballroom- 
dancing metaphor a tiifle 
obrious. The ghost-in-the- 
fridge device also leaves a few 
too many questions unan- 
swered, but its basic, stnictur- 
^ import - that an stance can 
be as powerful as a presence-

emotive topic and turned it into an all-too-easy device for the revelation of dark and tragic secrets. By Paul Taylor

Indeed, in the past 
decade or so, it would be hard to find 
a dramatic subject that has been 
more abused than abuse. The forth- 
coming revival of Dowie's 1997 plan 
in a new solo rembc with video 
footage, and the prmniere of a sub- 
tle az^ ingjghHNii Simon Gray pl^. 
The IiOte Middle Classes, set in the 
Fifties, about a l2-year^old boy 
cau^t between two types op- 
pressive, demanding love (from his 
mother and lus platonicalty pae- 
dophfle piano teacher) ofEer a heart- 
ening contrast and prompt the 


question: what consideraticKis 
7 make the dfEermce between an 
hnnniirahlp, ima^natiVC anii geo- 
uinety dramatic treatment of the 
subject, and one that is {^zportunis- 
tic and eaq)I(utative?

But here it is from 
the loving Oiusions be harbours 
about his father at the start - argu- 
ing with a jaunty defenstveness to 
the camera that “I'd hate to fall out 
with him over something as mean- 
ingless as sex'* - to the growing des- 
perate realisation of the way he has 
been duped and damaged. 

The £^use started when he was 
SK. after father and son were aban- 
doned by the mother and one of the 
most pitiable admissions in the 
piece is Miriiari's recollection that 


it felt worse when it stopped. “It was 
just like it had never ha{^)eiied in the 
first place... 1 thought be was mad 
at me, or didn't love me any more." 

Unlike the character Gary an- 
other abused renter who prosely- 
tises for dumping wayward dads, the

Monologues, with their built-in 
knack of presenting the world from 
the speaker's distorted, partial per- 


spective, might seem a form par- 
ticularly suited to abuse drama, 
with its slippery overlappings of re- 
liable and unreliable witnesses. But 
for every success in this line (Alan 
Bennett’s stringently compassionate 
solo piece for a paedophile. Playing 
Sandwiches, or Biy'ony Lav’eiy's 
Frozen, which artfully moves from 
monologue to dialogue as it steers 
a serial chiidkilier and the mother 
of one of his victims into a superbly 
testing confrontation), there are at 
least a couple of stinkers that jetti- 
son ai^v equivocality 

Dennis Lumbourg's One Fine 
Day - in which Joe McGann played 
a likeable Scouser unjustly accused 


by social workers of molesting his lit- 
tle daughter - actually made it into 
the West End. In this example of 
peri^', feelgood abuse drama, it was 
clear from the start that it would 
have been about as feasible to 
charge Shirie>' Valentine with mass 
murder. But form and content here 
were at odds; to plead straightfbi> 
ward innocence in a solo drama is 
tantamount to claiming (Kzmplete 
dis(x«tion in a whispering gallery.

suspicions - whether they be true or

tioD of this urge. 

The systematic removal of am- 
biguity from that video ironicali>' 
serves to complicate our sense of the 
twisted power meitoanisms between 
tether and son. It follows that the 
best drama about abuse, while mak- 
ing (luite dear that the act itself is 
ev^ should not simplity a sense of 
toe complex redprodties in the 
adult/child relationship. Nor should 
it pretend that the balance of in- 
equalities is always tilted in the one 
directioiL What is dev/astating to 
Michael in Easy Access is the fact 
that his tether teiled to realise what 
the sex meant to him. For the older 
man, it was a phase: forMkdiael the 
centre of life. 

And what is devastating to toe pla- 
tonic paedophile in Simon Gray’s 
The Late Middle Classes is that the 
boy-muse remains fundamentally 
unaware of toe painful significance 
he held for this stricken adult It is 
oniy by being scrupulous about the 
many varieties of injury that drama 
can tackle the subject of abuse 
without artisticaUv' violating it.

This is an intriguing premise, 
one of many thou^t-provoking 
theories that Pirandello expounds 
in a series of paradoacal conflicts. 
Age - as represented by solemn, 
retired senator Ghincano - envies 
youth, fears death and condemns 
toe felse immortality of art. That 
immortality is precisely what his 
protege Dossi craves, as he 
devotes his own youth to 
outshining beauty by carving one 
definitive, exquisite work of art. 

Pirandello subtly intertwines 
several battles of wiEs: between 
the artists, their models, even 
between the goddesses Venus, 
who granted life to Pygmaliou’s 
statue, and Diana, mythology’s 
defiantly unique etenial vvgin, 
whom Dossi zealously celebrates. 
However, toe stilted translation 
and some superficial acting 
struggle to convey these 
arguments, settli^ instead for 


tad^ histrionics. Victoria Duairi's 
affable Ttida doesn’t quite make 
the transition from frivolous imp 
to tragic heroine, and her 
passionate struggle against Zena 
Khan’s brisk Sarah, not to mention 
Dossi's rindictive creation, is 
coofusing rather than conviDcing. 

Classical antiquity also 
overshadows Snap Theatre 
Company's liberal but surprisingly 
likeable adaptation of EM 
Fhrster’s Maurice. The action 
circles around a chipped Grecian 
male statue, which balances 
precariously over the protagonists' 
heads. It's portentously lit and 
absurdly emblematic, but 
manages to convey the sense of 
history and society weighing down 
on these "unspea^bles of the 
Oscar Wilde sort". 

The production has manifold 
faults. Director Andy Graham 
betrays an alarming fondness for 
diagranimaticaJ blocking that 
litters the stage with characters, 
not alway.s to great purpose. 

Scene changes are even more 
distracting, fussity choreographed 
by Lisa TViraerso that the 


actors waltz on stage with chairs. 

Some of the performances are 
discoticerting, not least Adam 
Asiill's Maurice, who plunges Into 
a petulant whine every time be 
is reminded that he has no place 
in society and that even the 
man he loves has decided to 
“become normal". 

It'S testament to the thrilling 
power of Forster's belief in love 
that, despite these weaknesses, 
the play gleams with a voluptuous 
romanticism. It's delightful to 
watch Maurice and Glyn Morgan’s 
prosaic Scudder scuppering the 
ridiculous concept of noble 
Platonic homosexuality and 
deciaiing their love for each other 
through a hilarious stream of 
euphemisms - and w'ould Fbrster 
have asked for more than that?

I WORK FOR... 

Mary Murray is Private Secretary to the archbishop of York 


I have been private secre> 
tazy to the Ardibishop of 
Yoi^ for 10 years - six for 
John Habgood and the 
last four for Dr David Hope. 
Before starting here at 
Bishopthorpe Palace I 
worked for a variety of companies. 
In the Sixties I ^d secretarial 
work for the BBC, Habitat, Terence 
Conran, and the trade unionist 
Clive Jenkins. 

I moved from London to '\txfcshire 
initially because my husband* found 
a job here, but when 1 saw the 
advertisement for this vacancy I 
thought it sounded fascinating. 
Religion was vezy much on my mind 
at the time, and 1 felt as if God had 
pushed me into applying. I didift ac- 
tually become rc^ous until I was 
in thirties, which was \riien 1 had 

a religious experience. I had this 
feeling that God was around, an 
almost amiQying presence - well, 1 
shouldn't re^ say that because FD 
probably get lots ofbishops phoning 
me up to complain. It was more of 
a constant presence. These feelings 
started happening all of a sudden, 
completely out of the blue. 

When I applied for the job I 
thought that ttie Palace would be 
really old-fashioned, with everyone 
sitting on stools and writing with quill 
pens, and I was sli^tly (heading it. 
When I arrived 1 found it was veiy 
modem, everyone had computers, 
.^d 1 think other people stni have 
similar perceptions of the place: 
they ask me if Fm on e-mail and then 
act really surprised when they find 
that I am. IVfy role is also veiy dif- 
ferent from what I bad anticipated: 

I thou^t it would be purely secre- 
tarial, but Fm really a manager and 
adviser as well as an administrator. 
In a way, Fve been grvea the freedom 
to develop the role. 

When I heard that David Hope 


was joining I was vezy glad; he was 
the Bishop of Lozxlon and 1 esqiected 
him to be rather holy wise, patient 
and kind. I wanted him to come here 
because I knew be would be @)od at 
the job, but what I didn't expect was 
that he would be able to make me 
lau^ -and he does. He told us that 
we all had to give up eating biscuits 
for Lent, and then we foimd him try- 
ing to sneak one or two when he 
thought we weren’t looking. By na- 
ture. he’s a fonny man and 1 tbizik 
this helps him in dealizig with the 
stress^ the job. 

We have always worked well to- 
gether and still do. We don't always

agree: he's from York and Ftn from 
Lazicashire, so it's a little bit like the 
%iT(rfth€ Roses. When we disagree, 
I think it's the Vbikslure in him 
I think many of my friezids were 
flabbergasted that I could do tlus job, 
and at times it's very dauntmg. It's 
a major respoziaibtlity woikizig for 
someone who holds such a senior 
role in the Church of En glan d, but 
you have to be a normal person like 
he is. 1 think the abili^ to listen, to 
do three things at once, and to be 
tactful but firm are all important in 
this role. When there is a political 
situatim or controvert in tiie press, 
astherewasrecentiyovertheArdi- 
bishop's riews (XI female bishops, ipy 
job is affected only the increased 
number of e-mmls, letters and cans. 


The Ardibishop has a press officer 
ndio takes the pressure o£ When 
members of the public ring up and 
demand to see the Archbishop, you 
have to be quite firm. A lot of them 
seem to think he has nothing to do 
all day. 1 have to listen to them, and 
I think it helps. 

I haven't had any formal training 
for this job, apart brin^g up 

my two children, Oli^na, 22 and 
Laura, 20. They tease me to death, 
saying: *^u may be the Archbish- 
op's secretary, but what's for tea?" 

I really enjoy my job because no 
one day is like another, you could be 
manag in g the properties we own or 
attending to the grounds, looking 
after staff or health and safety mat- 
ters. I have to be a brilliant organ- 
iser because there are receptions, 
dinners, visits and also the Arch- 
bishop's diary to organise. 

Fm quite strict about the hours I 
work (nine to five): I have a family 
and I don't think anyone is any good 
after five o'rdock. I only stay late if 
there is a holiday coming up and it 
gets quite busy. The Archbishop 
goes on retreat at Easter, and 
arrangements have to be made for 
Easter messages in the press. Man- 
aging the budget is the hardest part 
- it’s not easy to find the right sup- 
pUers. Because it's tiie Church, you 
have to make it dear that you're not 
a fool in these matters. 

I feel that perhaps Fve come as 
far as I can. There are only two jobs 
Hke this in the country, and even the 
Archbishop of Canterbury's PA has 
a very different role from me. They 
have SO members of staff and we 
have IS. I would like to stay imtil my 
retirement The staff get on very 
wdL Last week we all out to the 

local pub, and I think tbe Archbishop 
would have (»me vrith us if he hadn't 
been aw^.
